MID-AHANTIC REPORT 


COLONIAL DOWNS MAY 
RUN 150 DAYS IN 2001 


C olonial Downs, which recent¬ 
ly completed its fourth sea¬ 
son of Thoroughbred rac¬ 
ing, has indicated that it may 
seek permission from the Vir¬ 
ginia Racing Commission to run 
150 days in 2001. The plan envi¬ 
sions 110 days of Thoroughbred 
racing and 40 days of Standard- 
bred racing, a dramatic increase 
in Thoroughbred dates. 

The Virginia racing statute 
requires that a track run a mini¬ 
mum of 150 live racing days in 
order to retain its license and its 
off-track betting permits, but an 
extension was granted through 
2005 because Colonial Downs 
was unable to financially support 
a 150-day schedule. 

Colonial Downs manage¬ 
ment has represented to the 
Virginia Racing Commission 
and the groups representing the 
state’s horsemen and breeders 
that it will consider a 110-day 
Thoroughbred meet with purses 


projected between $57,000 and 
$58,000 a day, well below the 
$125,000 daily average of the 
past two years. Ostensibly, the 
meet would be conducted from 
April through mid-fall. 

Reaction from horsemen has 
been mixed, since many desire 
more racing days but believe that 
purse levels must be competitive 
with tracks in the Mid-Adantic 
region and wish to see efforts 
focused on developing addition¬ 
al OTB sites to support more 
racing. 

Also in question would be the 
management agreement between 
Colonial Downs and the Mary¬ 
land Jockey Club, an arrangement 
that has incorporated a closure 
of the Maryland Thoroughbred 
tracks during the Colonial Downs 
meeting. 

The VRC was to review 
Colonial Downs’s date requests 
at its October meeting. 


NEW RACE TO 
HIGHLIGHT 
NEIGHBORING 
STATE-BREDS 


T he Blue and Grey Stakes— 
set for its inaugural running 
on November 18 at Charles 
Town—will pit five Virginia- 
breds against an equal number 
of West Virginia-breds, in a race 
designed to spur lively participa¬ 
tion among horse communities 
in both states. 

“We were looking for a way 
to generate some interest for 
Virginia at Charles Town, and 


this seems like a fun thing as 
well,” said Middleburg, Va., 
horsewoman Donna Hayes, who 
is sponsoring half of the 
$30,000-guaranteed purse. 

The other half is coming 
from the Charles Town purse 
account, by agreement with the 
local HBPA.

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New Jersey 
stalemate worsens 


A s the stalemate over off- 
track betting and tele- 
# Iphone account wagering 
enters its third year in New 
Jersey, the opposing sides seem 
further apart than ever. 

When New Jersey Gover¬ 
nor Christine Whitman on Sep¬ 
tember 21 conditionally vetoed 
legislation that would have cre¬ 
ated off-track betting and tele¬ 
phone account wagering in 
New Jersey, she also called for 
the reduction of live Thor¬ 
oughbred racing dates from 
this year’s 170 to 120, with 
dates going only to Monmouth 
Park and the Meadowlands and 
not to Garden State Park or 
Atlantic City. 

“It’s finstrating because we’ve 
watched the number of racing 
days erode,” said Jack DuArte, 
executive director of the Thor¬ 
oughbred Breeders’ Associ¬ 
ation of New Jersey. “There 
aren’t a lot of race dates left. 
Our breeders need live racing.” 


But that’s only one of many 
reasons horsemen and breed¬ 
ers are disturbed by Whitman’s 
veto. She recommended that 
the New Jersey Sports and 
Exposition Authority be the 
sole entity to hold off-track 
betting and account wagering 
licenses. 

“By gifting the New Jersey 
Sports and Exposition Author¬ 
ity the ownership of all New 
Jersey off-track wagering facili¬ 
ties and the phone bet system, 
the governor has set up a sce¬ 
nario that could potentially end 
live Thoroughbred racing in 
New Jersey within a five-year 
period,” said Bud Keegan, the 
new president of the New Jer¬ 
sey Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association. “The NJTHA has 
other issues with the condi¬ 
tional veto. However, by far the 
most important issue is the live 
race protection.”

WESTERN 
MARYLAND 
TRACK LICENSE 


R ound one of the regulatory 
process that could lead to 
awarding of a license for a 
new race track in western Mary¬ 
land took place on September 27. 

The Maryland Racing Com¬ 
mission conducted a public 
hearing in Cumberland, Md., 
regarding the dueling proposals 
that have been submitted by the 
Maryland Jockey Club/Rose- 
croft and William Rickman Jr,, 


each seeking permission to build 
a race track in Allegany County. 

About 250 people attended 
the hearing, many of them local 
residents speaking out against a 
race track in their rural region of 
the state. 

The Commission is expected 
to hold another hearing before 
the end of the year, and reach a 
decision regarding the license in 
early 2001. 


BREEDING STATISTICS 
FOR 1999 


S tadstics released by The 
Jockey Club indicate that 
4,596 stallions covered 
61,765 mares in North America 
during 1999. These coverings 
resulted in 36,572 foals of 2000 
being reported to The Jockey 
Club as of September 14. 

Jockey Club vice-president of 
registration services Roger 
Shook cautioned that the 2000 
foal crop count is not complete. 
Shook estimated that only about 
90 percent of live foal reports 
have been submitted. 

This year's report includes a 
sum of the 2000 live foal/no 
foal reports submitted to date 
for 1999 breedings. 

The number of stallions 
decreased 4.1 per cent from the 
4,793 reported in 1998 at this 
time last year. There was a 1.6 
percent increase on the 60,785 
mares reported in 1998. The 
Jockey Club stressed that the sta¬ 
tistics should not be taken as 
representing the fertility record 
of any one stallion. 


Thoroughbred breeding activ¬ 
ity in Kentucky again outpaced 
all other states. 

In Kentucky, 20,017 mares 
reported bred in 1999 produced 
13,903 live foals (1998/’99 at 
this time: 19,072 mares/13,084 
live foals). Florida reported 
7,036 mares bred and 4,381 live 
foals (6,529/3,979) while CaU- 
fornia reported 5,290 mares 
bred and 3,301 live foals 
(4,748/2,857). 

Remaining states on the top 
ten breeding activity list in 1999 
were: Texas, reporting 3,374 
mares bred and 1,623 live foals 
(3,799/1,656); New York, 1,958/ 
1,176 (1,907/1,142); Maryland, 
1,957/1,229 (2,009/1,193); Okla¬ 
homa, 1,955/893 (2,023/ 863); 
Louisiana, 1,924/1,007 (1,908/ 
997); Washington, 1,582/874 
(1,720/850); and Illinois, 1,094/ 
444 (1,165/559).

T he Mid-Atlantic region lost 
one of its finest horsepco- 
ple on September 20, with 
the death of Mrs. Miles Valen¬ 
tine at age 96. 

A highly successful breeder 
of flat runners, and even more 
gloriously accomplished mem¬ 
ber of the steeplechase com¬ 
munity, Mrs. Valentine enjoyed 
virtually every facet of racing. 
She and her husband, who died 
in 1978, maintained Knock- 
muira Farm in Unionville, Pa. 

Valentine horses won four 
runnings of the American 
Grand National, three Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cups, and at least 
one renewal of practically every 
other major steeplechase event. 
She and her husband bred, but 
did not race, three-time steeple¬ 
chase champion Zaccio. 

Mrs. Valentine received the 
1998 Pennsylvania breeder of 
the year award from the Thor¬ 
oughbred Gwners and Breeders 
Association, due in part to the 
achievements of graded stakes- 
winning half-brothers Private 
Buck Trout and Buck Trout, 
tlie latter of whom sold for a 
record-breaking $220,000 at the 
1997 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern Fail Yearling sale. 

Mrs. Valentine, her daughter 
JiU Fanning and granddaughter 
Joy Carrier teamed up for an 
unparalleled achievement in 
1980 and ’81 as the owner, 
trainer and rider, respectively, of 


SANDY CASSAH 

Alexander j. (Sandy) Cassatt 
Jr., 67, an owner, trainer and 
breeder primarily involved with 
steeplechase horses, died August 
26. 

A relative of many promi¬ 
nent horsepeople—among his 
ancestors was Redmond C. 
Stewart Sr., a participant in the 
inaugural Maryland Hunt Cup— 
Mr. Cassatt was a native of 
Philadelphia.

G aret E. Winants, 76, a life¬ 
long Maryland horseman 
and former partner with his 
brother Peter Winants in a well- 
known equine photography 
firm, died September 23. 

Mr. Winants grew up in the 
Monkton, Md., horse communi¬ 
ty, as a stepson of renowned 
steeplechase and foxhunting 
horseman Bryce Wing. During 
World War II, he drove ambu¬ 
lances for the American Field 
Service in Italy and India. 

Mr. Winants worked for 
trainer Morris H. Dixon, then 
went out on his own as a trainer 
before joining his brother in the 
photography business in 1960. 
Winants Bros, supplied photo¬ 
graphs to horse magazines 
throughout the world, and 
helped dramatically vitalize the 
look of The Maryland Horse mag¬ 
azine during the 1960s. 

When Winants Bros, closed 
shop in 1972—Peter Winants 
having accepted a post as editor 
of the Middleburg Chronicle — 


his home state of Maryland, died 
October 6. He was a retired 
roofing contractor and oil 
investor.

Garry Winants resumed an 
active career in steeplechasing, 
and campaigned numerous 
jumpers trained by his godson 
Tom Voss.

Skyrocketing 
stud fees fail 
test of reason 


his time, it’s different. 

If you invest in stocks, or 
just about any other finan¬ 
cial instrument or tradable com¬ 
modity, you have read or heard 
that statement. 

Typically, of course, you 
begin hearing this remark made 
after a spectacular, prolonged 
run-up in prices in a particular 
investment class such as stocks, 
bonds, precious metals or col¬ 
lectibles. 

Usually it is made as a re¬ 
sponse to warnings by market 
historians or other veteran mar¬ 
ket-watchers about the rising risk 
of a market collapse. Those pre¬ 
dictions are often the product of 
statistical patterns indicating par¬ 
allels between current conditions 
and previous market tops that 
preceded large-scale price col¬ 
lapses. 

The U.S. stock market, in par¬ 
ticular, has been the cause of 


massive amounts of data- 
crunching in recent decades, 
facilitated by enormous ad¬ 
vances in computer technology 
and the consequent ability to 
readily massage complex infor¬ 
mation. 

The purpose, of course, is to 
devise ways of utilizing history 
to predict the future—a tantaliz¬ 
ing but usually fruitless pursuit. 
The Wall Street of today has so 
many market indicators that 
there are indicators for the indi¬ 
cators. Forecasting the future 
movements of the stock market 
has become an industry unto 
itself, and hedging strategies, 
based on the use of index 
options and futures, are closely 
watched for hints of changes in 
market outlook. 

Making the world safe for 
investors has proven to be an 
elusive goal; nonetheless, the rise 
in stock prices has gone on more 


or less continuously since the 
summer of 1982. The Dow- 
Jones Industrial Average was just 
over 800 at that time, and is now 
above the 10,000 level, a climb 
unprecedented in more than 200 
years of stock trading in this 
country. 

Likewise, the U.S. economy 
has performed like a long-run¬ 
ning Broadway hit since its last 
brush with recession in the early 
’90s. The nation is enjoying its 
longest period of sustained eco¬ 
nomic growth ever, a period 
characterized by rapid changes in 
the business climate mostly 
brought about by newly devel¬ 
oped electronic technology. 

The commercial market for 
Thoroughbreds, having been 
through perhaps its worst-ever 
bear market, has experienced a 
remarkable surge, undoubtedly 
due to the burgeoning wealth 
created by the powerhouse econ¬ 
omy and stock market. 

While the Thoroughbred 
marketplace lacks a Dow Jones 
Equine Average, or similar bell¬ 
wether indicator, averages and 
medians at its key yearling auc¬ 
tions are reasonable surrogates, 
providing solid evidence of buy¬ 
ing power and depth, as well as 
snapshots of who’s hot and 
who’s not in the stallion ranks. 

The sexiest of those sales— 
Keeneland July and Fasig- 
Tipton’s Saratoga select—fell 
dramatically from their mid- 
1980s highs, the former falling 
by more than 50 percent and 
Saratoga by even more. The loss 
of buying power during the 
“demoralizing decade” was even 
greater than the declines in aver¬ 
ages suggest, for they occurred 
during a time when supply, as 
measured by the size of foal 
crops, was falling almost as fast 
as prices (38 percent from the 
peak in foal crops in 1986 to the 
bottom in 1995). 

Watching this turn-around 
has been both gratifying and a 
bit unsettling, as one has 
watched for signs of the hubris 
that undid the Thoroughbred 
markets of the 1980s. Stud fees, 
however, stayed relatively mod¬ 
est, rising almost purely as a 
function of demand, and horses 
were rarely rushed off to stud 
prematurely. 

Broodmare prices, while on 
an uptrend, were not over¬ 



wrought, and breeders were 
careful in their use of leverage. 
The growing presence of pro¬ 
fessional pinhookers brought a 
new look to the market, placing 
more emphasis on conforma¬ 
tion, athleticism and the pre-sale 
vetting of yearling and 2-year- 
old prospects. 

The only disquieting note 
was the phenomenal expansion 
in the size of stallion books. To 
justify the prices paid for new 
stallions coming off the race 
tracks, stallion managers began 
aggressively marketing their 
first-crop sires, thus setting a 
pattern which could be 
described as “three-and-out.” 
The idea is: jam a horse’s book as 
full as possible for the first three 
stud seasons, before his first 
foals race, and recapture his pur¬ 
chase price before the market 
adjusts to his first crop’s race 
track performance. 

For the stallion operator, this 
is good short-term economics. 
Financially, it dampens risk and 
the large books, in theory, 
improve, through sheer volume, 
the young stallion’s chances of 
getting winners in both quantity 
and quality. 

The flip side is that commer¬ 
cial breeders utilizing the big- 
book young sires have to note 
that the weanlings and yearlings 
they wiU sell at auction are going 
to be competing with large num¬ 
bers of their own kind. 
Additionally, this rapid-fire 
approach invariably leads to lots 
of haphazard matings, and an 
extraordinary reliance on young, 
unproven stallions. 

All in all, though, the market 
for Thoroughbreds since 1995 
has been good to breeders and 
stallion marketeers. Prices at 
Keeneland July have risen a fac¬ 
tor of two and a half, and have 
tripled at Saratoga. The Keene¬ 
land September sale, for years 
the Wal-Mart of yearling sales, 
now has a Tiffany’s-like front 
end where its first three days are 
virtual replays of the July sale or 
Saratoga. 

With the tax writers in 
Washington quiet, thanks to 
record federal budget surpluses 
and a smooth-running economy, 
there has been little to suggest a 
repeat of the awful ’80s. 

Then came Fusaichi Pegasus, 
and the first sign of the giddi-

ness that drove the car over the 
cliff’s edge a decade and a half 
ago. 

The springtime rise of 
Fusaichi Pegasus to near mysti¬ 
cism was one of those things 
that can only happen in a sport 
where reality is often so unre¬ 
warding that the occasional 
dream come true can take on 
outlandish proportions. 

What we had was a well-bred 
$4-million yearling about whom 
there was considerable back- 
stretch chatter last winter. A fine 
physical specimen, Fu-Peg did 
things impressively enough on 
the race track, especially in his 
Wood Memorial win, to make 
him a warm favorite for the 
Kentucky Derby. 

He then became the first 
Derby favorite in 21 years to win 
America’s most glamorous race, 
and did so with a powerful, if 
not dominant, performance. He 
seemed to be likely to improve 
off his Derby win, but didn’t 
handle the track, or Red Bullet 
or both in the Preakness. 

He missed the Belmont 
(minor foot ailment), then the 
entire summer, but his name 
remained in lights with an early 
summer syndication by the 
Roman Empire of stallion sta¬ 
tions, Ireland’s Coolmore Stud, 
for a price said to be in excess of 
$60 million. Coolmore, where 
new stallions with fewer than 
100 mares in their books are 
thought to have too much time 
on their hands, will shuttle the 
horse between America and 
Australia, with Japan perhaps 
becoming his northern hemi¬ 
sphere home in alternate years. 
Thus, he will probably be bred 
to 200 or so mares a year initial¬ 
ly at a stud fee of $125,000. It’s 
three-and-out, raised to a higher 
power. 

On the heels of this syndica¬ 
tion of a horse whose race 
record—since he almost surely 
will retire after the Breeders’ 
Cup—cannot possibly justify his 
price, came the sport’s first 
$600,000-average auction—the 
Keeneland July sale. The final 
average of $621,015 was almost 
$40,000 ahead of 1999’s magis- 
terii $581,932 average. 

Interestingly, the percentage 
of increase (6.9 percent) was sig¬ 
nificantly below the double-digit 
increases of the prior two years 


while the median ($400,000) 
remained the same. Saratoga had 
a 16.9 percent bounce in aver¬ 
age, but its $190,000 median was 
the same as in 1999. 

These are healthy numbers, 
as were the final totals from the 
September marathon at Keene¬ 
land; but those flat medians tell 
us that, while there is plenty of 
money in the market, there is 
also enough supply to allow buy¬ 
ers to pick and choose without 
chasing horses. In other words, 
equilibrium has arrived. 

Higher averages and flat 
medians, especially when ac¬ 
companied by increases in prices 
in the upper reaches of the mar¬ 
ket, also tell another tale. There 
is a splintering effect at the top 
that is creating greater separa¬ 
tion between buying levels. 

Such divergences, unless 
there is a new burst of buying 
power, suggest that the market is 
due for at least a pause, perhaps 
a mild correction. 

The blast-off at the top, 
however, combined with the big 
number for Fu-Peg, seems to 
have convinced stallion man¬ 
agers in Kentucky that the 
Federal Reserve has just 
unleashed a flood of interest- 
free money into the breeding 
community. 

Kentucky-based sources are 
saying that there could be as 
many as a dozen stallions stand¬ 
ing for $100,000 fees in 2001, 
including Fu-Peg and Lemon 
Drop Kid, whose $750,000 
share price ($1 million if he 
becomes horse of the year) was 
based on a three-race win streak 
in which he beat the usual sus-

pects among the older horses, 
and not by eye-opening margins. 

We admire the horse, and are 
glad to see his owners able to 
capitalize on his new-found con¬ 
sistency, but $100,000 per sea¬ 
son for a horse whose best stride 
is found going long is a bit 
breathtaking in a market where 
stallion prospects are valued, 
above all, for their speed. 

Further, we have been told 
by breeders in this region that in 
inquiring about various hot 
young sires in Kentucky they are 
finding plans to expand their 
fees to double or more in 2001. 

It was said to us recently by a 
longtime observer of the breed¬ 
ing industry that there is now a 
small group of stallion opera¬ 
tors—Coolmore, the Maktoums, 
Will Farish, et al—^who can and 
do play the game at a level above 
everyone else. 

If that is so, then we are clos¬ 
er to revisiting 1984-’85 than 
anyone thought. Getting it while 


you can is an understandable 
urge, particularly when race 
horses are so fragile, and no one 
can blame owners for taking 
those seven-figure offers for the 
well-pedigreed horse who can 
run. 

Stallion managers, though, 
are functioning in an environ¬ 
ment where the long term does 
matter. The breeding industry 
has always been a place where 
patience is a necessity, as well as 
virtue. Try to speed up the 
process and you’d best be very 
lucky because the market rarely 
rewards those who try to front- 
load the process. 

Is it really different this time? 

The only difference is that 
the money fijeling this bull mar¬ 
ket in horses is coming much 
more from domestic sources 
than in the early ’80s. This 
means many of those high- 
priced yearlings are staying 
home to race. 

The market fundamentals, 
though, are the same. Higher 
prices thin out the ranks of buy¬ 
ers, and a larger supply of hors¬ 
es mutes demand. 

The broader economy, if still 
robust, is finally slowing and the 
stock market has been a difficult 
place in which to make money in 
2000. These influences suggest 
more cautionary approaches to 
stallion pricing than is currently 
the case. 

Still, this is not a tale of reck¬ 
lessness, nor one that necessarily 
foreshadows a doomsday end¬ 
ing, but it is a reminder that a 
‘‘new economy” is never any¬ 
thing more than the old econo¬ 
my, a few years removed. #

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New York City 0TB: 
a look at who’s 
looking to buy 
a piece of the action 

Mid-Atlantic racing interests are among 
the ten bidders who have submitted 
formal proposals, but no one is sure 
when—or if—^the sale will take place.

T he race to purchase the 
New York City Off-Track 
Betting Corporation is a 
steeplechase with hurdles, some 
not clearly visible. Yet a mini¬ 
mum of ten prospective buyers 
are willing to try to clear them, 
believing the purchase of New 
York City OTB for a minimum 
of $250 million is well worth the 
risk. 

“There’s an old saying that I 
harken back to many times,” one 
of the interested parties, 
Maryland Jockey Club president 
Joe De Francis, said. “If it was 
easy, everybody would do it.” 

There is nothing about horse 
racing in New York State that is 
easy. Setting up the nation’s first 
off-track betting system as part 
of the racing industry, April 8, 
1971, would have been easy. 


Instead, New York created 
off-track betting as a separate 
entity competing with the state’s 
own race tracks. Six regional, 
public benefit corporations were 
created: New York City, Nassau 
County, Suffolk County, Capital 
Region, Catskill and Western 
Region. 

Now New York City OTB, or 
at least a majority interest in 
New York City OTB, has been 
offered for sale, and companies 
around the globe took notice. In 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 
New York City OTB topped one 
billion dollars in handle for only 
the second time ever. 

That’s why such high-profile 
players as Churchill Downs Inc. 
and Frank Stronach’s Magna 
Entertainment Corp. were two 
of the ten entities responding 


when the City of New York 
requested an expression of 
interest in purchasing and/or 
managing New York City OTB. 
There was also, of course, the 
New York Racing Association, 
which tried purchasing. New 
York City OTB last year but 
could not arrange the financing 
to do so when the price tag was 
considerably less—$220 million. 
This year NYRA came loaded, 
filing a joint proposal with the 
Television Games Network, 
which has the backing of the 
National Thoroughbred Racing 
Association and may or may not 
have the resources of TVG’s 
parent company, TV Guide. 

NYRA and TVG were not 
the only couple joining forces. 
AmTote submitted a joint pro¬ 
posal with the TAB Corp. of 


Australia. Penn National 
Gaming, Inc., and Greenwood 
Racing filed separate proposals, 
but have worked together in the 
past in New Jersey. Leucadia 
International Corp., a New 
York-based financial services 
company which owns a minority 
interest in the Maryland Jockey 
Club, made its bid. 

Hachette Filipacchi Corp., a 
company in France, responded, 
as did the five other regional 
OTB corporations in New York 
under a joint proposal. The 
tenth respondent was Catskill 
OTB on its own. 

But the City of New York 
tested the waters even more. 
When it told the ten bidders to 
submit formal proposals near 
the end of September, the City 
also invited any other interested 
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REVENUE 
SHARING: A 
WAY OUT? 

If a shared simulcasting, 
revenue plan between Thor¬ 
oughbred and Standardbred 
racing interests is a hit in 
Maryland, can it play on 
Broadway? Joe De Francis, 
president and CEO of Pimlico 
and Laurel, says ma)'be. Firs^ 
though, he, as all the other bid¬ 
ders, would have to change 
New York State’s racing law. 

“New York is composed of 
a hodgepodge of rules and reg¬ 
ulations regarding simulcasts 
ing,” De Francis said. “It’s very 
complicated. While the restric¬ 
tions are well-intentioned, it 
certainly doesn’t give cus¬ 
tomers what they want,” 

He believes that Maryland 
now does, after years of in¬ 
fighting. “Over the last seven 
or eight years, we’ve gone 
through a similar situation in 
Maryland,” De Francis said. 
"“There was a law restricting 
simulcasting after 6:15 p.m. 
After many years of negotiat¬ 
ing and hard work, we reached 
an agreement wLich allows us 
to bring in any racing signal at 
any time, day or night.” 

That happened—listen up. 
New jersey — because the 
state’s Thoroughbred and har¬ 
ness industries bit the bullet 
and worked out a solution. “We 
were always fighting over the 
allocation of simulcast rev¬ 
enue,” De Francis said. “\X^e’ve 
come up with a formula which 
allows us to share all revenue 
from every dollar wagered in 
the state. All the money goes in 
one pot: Thoroughbreds get 80 
cents of every dollar; Stan- 
dardbreds get 20 cents.” 

De Francis doesn’t claim 
Maryland’s solution would 
work just as well in New York, 
fie would, however, love to 
find out: “While we don’t claim 
to have a monopoly on wis¬ 
dom, if such an arrangement 
could ever work out, if you 
I could get the various entities in 
New York to support a similar 
agreement, there’s a tremen-_ 
dous opportunity for growth 
there. There are huge obstacles 
to overcome, but there’s still a 
possibility for it.” ,

company to respond to the 
request for proposals. 

The City also announced a 
caveat: it will hold on to a 
minority interest in New York 
City OTB. “The City probably 
wants to retain some fraction of 
the company,” Mike Hess, New 
York City Corporation Counsel 
and vice-chairman of New York 
City OTB, said. 

Then again, the City has not 
completely ruled out retaining 
ownership and farming out a 
management contract, although 
only two of the original ten 
respondents indicated that they 
would still be interested in that 
as an alternative. 

Those vagaries are only the 
tip of the iceberg. 

Is this a business deal, where 
the highest bidder wins, or a 
political deal, where those with 
the best connections win? Or a 
combination of both? 

Would a private entity be 
allowed to maintain OTB’s 
insidious statewide five-percent 
surcharge, which generates a 
huge chunk of OTB’s revenue? 

Would a private entity have 
to negotiate new leases for New 
York City OTB’s 68 parlors, 
three teletheaters and four 
restaurants and sports pubs? 

How exactly do you go about 
changing New York State’s rac¬ 
ing law which clearly mandates 
that only “public benefit corpo¬ 
rations in participating munici¬ 
palities” may operate an OTB 
franchise and that they must 
“perform a governmental func¬ 
tion?” 

Re-hauling the racing law is 
not going to be an easy task, not 
with OTB revenues around the 
state tied into local government 
revenue streams. “I think it 
would be naive to believe that it 
would be easy to change the rac¬ 
ing law,” Ed Martin, executive 
director of the New York State 
Racing and Wagering Board, 
said. “I think there would be a 
pitched legislative battle.” 

If Martin is right, then the 
New York Racing Association 
may be a step ahead. Coming off 
yet another record-breaking 
meeting at Saratoga, NYRA has 
a staunch ally in Joseph Bruno, 
the State Senate majority leader. 
And Governor George Pataki, 
who blows hot and cold in his 
dealings with NYRA, is the man 
who, in 1997, extended NYRA’s

franchise ten years through 
2007. Also, NYRA’s status as a 
not-for-profit association could 
conceivably be dovetailed to fit 
that of a public benefit corpora¬ 
tion. 

“Obviously, NYRA, because 
it operates the flagship race 
tracks in New York, has to be 
considered the one to beat,” De 
Francis said. “They’re like the 
home team.” 

NYRA president Terry 
Meyocks put it another way: “I 
wouldn’t say NYRA has an edge. 
NYRA would hope that because 
of our good rapport with 
Albany, we could make New 
York City OTB better. Also, 
we’ve developed an excellent 
rapport with local communities 
at our three tracks. I think that’s 
very significant.” 

The economic support of 
TVG as a partner is significant, 
but also carries a significant risk 
and a bit of baggage. TVG uses 
Oregon as its wagering hub. 
“There are a lot of legal ques¬ 
tions regarding a New York res¬ 
ident being able to make a bet 
with the Oregon hub,” Marty 
Basinait, president of Western 
Region OTB, said. 

It is a subject that has been 
explored recently and quietly. 
“New York OTBs, including 
New York City, tried working 


out an arrangement with TVG,” 
Basinait said. “We wanted to set 
up a New York hub for TVG. It 
failed. There were pretty sub¬ 
stantial issues unresolved. We 
feel certain that there is a statute 
in the books that requires 
wagers by New York residents 
be placed with an entity that is in 
New York. The Oregon hub 
doesn’t fit that, but they want to 
keep it. I don’t think there was 
any indication on their part to 
alter that scenario. 1 think they 
made a commitment to that.” 

There are other nagging 
questions. VOiat happens to the 
other five OTB corporations in 
New York if TVG comes in? Is 
any sane politician in the state 
not going to go to bat for her or 
his regional OTB corporation 
which has been producing a 
considerable revenue stream for 
three decades? If concessions 
are made for TVG, how can they 
not be made for the five other 
OTBs? 

There are other concerns. If 
TVG enters New York and 
begins offering night Thorough¬ 
bred racing, let alone exclusively, 
the state’s remaining five harness 
tracks, Buffalo Raceway, Vernon 
Downs, Saratoga, Monticello 
and Yonkers—which may or 
may not have been sold by the 
time you read this—could just 
about kiss their evening business 
goodbye. Currently, simulcasting 
of Thoroughbred racing after 
7:30 p.m. is not allowed, under 
an amendment added to the rac¬ 
ing law to protect New York’s 
harness tracks’ ever-dwindling 
business. 

“The harness tracks have 
resisted nighttime Thorough¬ 
bred racing,” Basinait said. “I’m 
not aware that their (NYRA/ 
TVG’s) plan contains any com¬ 
pensation, and if it does, it cer¬ 
tainly isn’t substantial enough to 
take care of the harness tracks’ 
needs.” 

If the other OTBs and/or 
the harness tracks in the state 
feel NYRA/TVG received pref¬ 
erential treatment, rest assured 
there will be a flock of suits, and 
we’re not talking about the 
Men’s Wearhouse. “I don’t think 
anybody in harness racing would 
permit night Thoroughbred rac¬ 
ing to be conducted in OTB par¬ 
lors without some fair compen¬ 
sation for harness racing,” said 
John Signorelli, CEO and prin- 
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cipal stockholder of Vernon 
Downs, a harness track in cen¬ 
tral New York State. 

Of course, all of that has 
done nothing to discourage 
prospective buyers. With New 
York City OTB already airing on 
two New York City cable chan¬ 
nels, how could anyone not see a 
tremendous upside in the years 
ahead? “I think it represents a 
tremendous opportunity to gen¬ 
erate over a billion dollars in 
handle annually,” De Francis 
said. “They have tens of thou¬ 
sands of phone accounts. The 
situation in New York is one 
that holds tremendous room for 
growth compared to what we 
have in Maryland.” 

New York City OTB’s phone 
account numbers have exploded 
since home simulcasting began 
in March, 1995. In 1994, the 
average daily phone account 
handle was $83,000. In 1999, it 
was $532,000. Total phone han¬ 
dle grew from $30 million in 
1994 to more than $187 million 
in ’99. 

That’s why the country’s two 
burgeoning Thoroughbred rac¬ 
ing empires, Churchill Downs, 
Inc., and Magna Entertainment 
Corp., would love to add New 
York City OTB to their stable of 
race tracks. Under Tom Meeker’s 
direction, Churchill Downs has 
acquired five additional race 
tracks: Arlington International 
Racecourse, Calder, EUis Park, 
Hollywood Park and Hoosier 
Park. Magna now has seven: Bay 
Meadows, Golden Gate Fields, 
Great Lakes Downs, Gulfstream 
Park, Remington Park, Santa 
Anita Park and Thisdedown. 

How could Meeker and 
Stronach not be interested in 
establishing a beachhead in New 
York with NYRA’s franchise due 
to expire in seven years? 

But that’s another story. If a 
private entity is selected to pur¬ 
chase New York City OTB, it 
will be busy enough securing the 
change in the racing law making 
it legal to do so. At stake are 
New York City OTB’s 22 parlors 
in Brooklyn, 19 in Queens, 16 in 
Manhattan, six in the Bronx and 
five in Staten Island, its three 
teletheaters in Manhattan and its 
four restaurants and sports 
pubs, two in both Brooklyn and 
Queens. WTiether or not a pri¬ 
vate entity would have to re¬ 
negotiate all the leases for the 7 5

facilities is unclear. But the rac¬ 
ing law is perfectly clear on the 
ownership and operation of an 
OTB facility in New York State. 
It must be a public benefit cor¬ 
poration. 

The only bidders who would 
not require a change in that law 
to purchase New York City 
OTB are the other OTBs, 
whose ability to come up with 
an exorbitant sale price is murky 
at best. “Combined, we could 
borrow enough money to do it,” 
Basinait said. 

But that’s a stretch. And Cat- 
skill OTB’s chances alone are 
virtually nil. 

So who gets New York City 
OTB? 

According to Hess, the fac¬ 
tors the City of New York will 
consider the most important are 
the amount of money offered, 
experience, legislative proposals 
to change the racing law and 
labor proposals to address any 
union issues. “AH those will need 
to be addressed by an interested 
bidder,” Hess said. 

Will it access a road to pros¬ 
perity for the winner? Maybe. 
But remember; this road is in 
New York. There are potholes 
everywhere. #

The biggest auction sale 
ever held at Timonium 
grossed more than $11 
million for 566 horses sold.

F asig-Tipton Midiantic’s marathon, three-day Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale, held October 2 through 4 at Timonium, was quite 
simply the biggest horse auction ever held in the region. 

Gross receipts totalled $11,289,300 for 566 horses sold. An addi¬ 
tional 159 (22 percent of those who went through the ring) were 
recorded as buy-backs. 

The average, $19,946, rose four percent over last year’s figure. 
Nineteen horses sold for $100,000 or more—also a new record 
for a Timonium auction. 

Topping the sale, at $315,000, was a colt by 1994 Kentucky Derby 
winner Go for Gin out of the Topsider mare Crone’s Nest, con¬ 
signed by Walnut Green (Jones brothers) agent, and purchased by 
John Terranova. 

The top price fell slightly below the all-time Eastern Fall sales 
record ($320,000) for a yearling colt, set in 1999 by a son of Lord 
Carson. The all-time yearling record for either sex ($400,000) is 
owned by a Dehere filly sold in 1998. # 
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The center of Timonium’s infield 
became a large, grassy courtyard 
—ideal for inspecting horses. 
Pictured is the Pioneering colt out of 
Tough to Touch sold for $180,000. 


SALES-TOPPER SURPRISED 
HIS SHREWD SELLERS 



“1 expected him to sell well, but I didn’t think he’d be the saies-topper,” said 
Pennsylvania-based bloodstock agent Russell Jones, who raised the $315,000 
Go for Gin colt bought by Anthony Stroud for $28,000 at Keeneland last fall. 


W hen the hammer fell at 
$315,000 on the Go for 
Gin colt out of Crone’s 
Nest (by Topsicler) from Rus¬ 
sell Jones’s Walnut Green con¬ 
signment, Jones was as sur¬ 
prised as anyone. “I expected 
him to sell well,” said Jones, 
“but 1 didn’t think he’d be the 
saies-topper.” 

Jones sold the Kentucky- 
bred colt for Anthony Stroud, 
a British bloodstock agent and 
former racing manager for 
Sheikh Mohammed al Mak- 
toum. Stroud had paid only 
$28,000 for him at last year’s 
Keeneland November sale. 

“It was strictly a pinhook¬ 
ing deal,” said Jones. “I raised 
the colt at my farm [in Union- 
ville. Pa.] because Stroud didn’t 
think a Go for Gin offspring 
would sell as well in England; 
we aimed him for this sale, 
because you don’t see a lot of 
Go for Gins in Maryland.” 

The female family also hap¬ 
pens to be one of the strongest 
ever developed in this region. 
Crone’s Nest being an unraced 
daughter of Jane duPont 
I..unger’s superb race mare and 
producer Obeah, dam of 
champion Go for Wand, three 
additional stakes winners, and 
highly successful Maryland 
stallion Carnivalay. 

A spirited bidding war 
apparently worked to escalate 
the price. The battle was 
between underbidder Saman¬ 
tha Siegel and purchaser John 
Terranova, a New York-based 
conditioner who was a protege 


of the late Brian Mayberry, the 
Siegel family’s trainer until part¬ 
ing company under less than 
friendly terms several years back. 

Terrancji^ purchased tlie colt 
on behalf of Keith Taylor, a 
businessman/investor who lives 
in Lake Forest, CaUf., and is rela¬ 
tively new ttj the racing business. 

“We had to stretch a littJe bit 
[for the 1315,000 price),” said 
Terranova. “But that’s the way 
it’s been going. VCe expected him 
to be pretty high, if not the high¬ 
est in the sale.” 

Terranova said he was most 
impressed by the sales£topping 
colt’s appearance=^“The way he 
carried himself, his correctness. 
He has all the right stuff The 
pedigree was an added bonus^” 


This is the second notewor¬ 
thy saies-topper Terranova has 
purchased at a Fasig-T'ipton Mid- 
lantic auction. At the 1999 2- 
year-olds in training sale. Terra- 
nova, as agent for Team \^alor, 
paid $360,000 for Medal of 
Valor, a colt by Polish Numbers 
—Queen Crab who remains tied 
for the record as the most 
expensive colt ever sold at 
'Fimonium. 

Medal of Valor finished sec¬ 
ond in his career debut at 
Gulfstream Park last l^bruary, 
but has been sidelined se^ral 
times since by injury, related 
Terranova. 

“We’re still really hopeful 
about him,” the trainer said.

L ike the mouse that roared. 
Tree of Life (a partner¬ 
ship of Sheliaine and 
Steven Brown and Susan 
Baldridge) left a lot of people 
slack-jawed with the results of 
its first-ever consignment at a 
Fasig-Tipton Midlantic sale. 

Three horses, comprising 
the 15-acre Oxford, Pa., farm’s 
entire yearling crop, sold for a 
total of $288,000. 

The lineup consisted of a 
Gold Fever filly for $155,000 
(the second-highest-priced 
filly in the sale), an A. P Jet colt 
for $115,000 and a Wtll 
Decorated colt for $18,000. 

“We were really pleased,” 
said Sheliaine Brown. Although 
the three partners have exten¬ 
sive backgrounds in the busi¬ 
ness, they have been involved 
in breeding for only three 
years. 

The first yearling they sold 
was Spavinaw, an Allen’s Pros¬ 
pect filly out of multiple 
stakes winner Verbal Volley 
(by Oh Say) who brought 
$60,000 at the 1999 Saratoga 
sale and is undefeated in her 


first two starts, including the 
Joseph A. Gimma Stakes on 
October 4 at Belmont Park. 

Sheliaine is a former jockey 
—having ridden races under 
the name Shelly Cassel. Steve 
is a trainer. And Susan 
—Shellaine’s sister—runs her 
own pedigree consulting busi¬ 
ness. “We work as a team, 
choosing the mares and mat¬ 
ings,” explained Sheliaine. 
“Decisions are made by vot¬ 
ing, and it has to be unani¬ 
mous. We look for a certain 
kind of conformation, and 
nicking, and we believe we 
have an excellent feeding pro¬ 
gram.” 

The Gold Fever filly’s dam 
Benza (by Slew o’ Gold) was 
purchased by the partners for 
$11,000 at the 1998 Fasig- 
Tipton Kentucky January sale. 

Dams of the other two 
Eastern Fall Yearlings were 
purchased privately at the end 
of their racing careers. Verbal 
Volley, who produced the 
$115,000 colt, was trained at 
the end of her career by Steve 
Brown.

Carolyn Rogers, 
proprietor with her 
husband Samuel H.

$400,000 Dehere filly 
at this sale in 1998, 
setting a Timonium 
yearling auction 
record that still 
stands. This year they 
sold three, all fillies, 
including a $140,000 
Salt Lake and 
$105,000 daughter of 
Wild Again. The Wild 
Again filly, purchased 
for $150,000 at last 
year’s Keeneland 
November sale and 
bought back for 
$120,000 at Saratoga, 
was a disappointment. 
But the Salt Lake filly, 
a homebred, helped to 
make up the 
difference: 

Wc were amazed at how 
strong the market continued to 
be, even after all those horses 
sold at Keeneland and 
Saratoga.

Kentucky Downs, 
Philadelphia Park 
bolster early fall 
racing season 



C oming after the thrills of 
Saratoga and before the 
drama of the late-season 
championship race, the National 
Steeplechase Association’s early 
fall races usually have to work to 
generate excitement. 

Things were different this 
year, as in September the sport 
traveled to two new venues and 
geared up for the return of the 
Breeders’ Cup Steeplechase- 
NSAl in late October. 

NEW KENTUCKY 
HOME 

K entucky Downs was first 
thrust into the world of 
Thoroughbred racing as a 
steeplechase course back in 1990. 
The European-style course, 
unique on the American flat cir¬ 
cuit, looks like a number of U.S. 
steeplechase venues but had 
concentrated on short flat meets 
for the last several years. 

That changed on September 
23 as two hurdle races were 
included on the Kentucky Cup 
Turf Festival card of four grass 
stakes worth $700,000. 

In the opener, Jonathan 
Sheppard’s Cairo Express made 
his hurdle debut in style with a 
one and three-quarter-length win. 
The 8-year-old with impressive 
credentials ($426,250 in career 
earnings) and a shady past (sev¬ 
eral run-ins with the starting 


gate) rallied from third at the last 
fence to catch Bahamian Sun¬ 
shine and Cold Cat in the final 
yards of a $25,000 Sport of Kings 
program race. 

Arch Kingsley rode the win¬ 
ner, who followed a twisting 
path to steeplechasing. 

Owned by Buckram Oak 
Farm and trained by Mohammed 
Moubarak, Cairo Express won 
the Grade 3 Saratoga Breeders’ 
Cup and was second to Buck’s 
Boy in the Hawthorne Gold 
Cup-G3 in 1997 for Moubarak. 
He then went sour, literally, with 
four consecutive “dwelt” com¬ 
ment lines on his past perform¬ 
ance chart. 

Sent to trainer John Forbes in 
New Jersey, the son of Private 
Account won a $25,000 claimer 
going six furlongs at the Mead- 
owlands last fall, but returned to 
his gate shenanigans in his next 
two starts. 

Moved to Sheppard’s barn 
this winter, Cairo Express pro¬ 
ceeded on a slow course. In addi¬ 
tion to the starting gate, Cairo 
Express has had tendon troubles 
and a bleeding problem. 

“Since we’ve had him the 
biggest problem has been the 
bleeding,” said Sheppard, who 
splits ownership of the horse 
with Buckram Oak. “He was in 
very light training for a long time 
to let his lungs heal.” 

Cairo Express won a non- 
sanctioned flat start at the 


Oxmoor meet in May, and grew 
into his potential. 

“We were quietly confident 
(at Kentucky Downs) because 
we’ve grown to like him,” said 
Sheppard. “I don’t know if he 
has a great future, but maybe 
we’ll get lucky—evidently he has 
something left in the tank.” 

As long as he stays away from 
starting gates. 

The Kentucky hurdle feature, 
the $50,000 NSA Grade 2 
Grabel novice hurdle stakes, 
went to another horse with a 
long and winding career road. 

As a foal, Augustin Stable’s 
Lord Zada broke the fetlock of a 
hind leg and was headed toward 
foxhunter or lead pony. The son 
of Lord Avie and Augustin’s 
Robellino mare Lanzada would 
certainly never be a race horse. 

Unless. . . 

“They gave him to me as a 
yearling and I remember saying, 
‘Oh boy, what am I going to do 
with him?”’ said trainer Sanna 
Neilson. “He just kept growing 
up, and when he was a 3-year-old 
we used to work him behind 
horses and he always felt like he 
could do more. Then one day he 
outworked piurdle stakes winner] 
Dalton River (Chi) and I remem¬ 
ber saying ‘Wow, this horse 
might be something.’ ” 

Lord Zada won his flat debut 
as a 4-year-old in 1997, graduat¬ 
ed to stakes winner in 1998 and 
built an impressive flat record 


which included more than 
$200,000 in earnings. 

And then he went jumping. 
Lord Zada was third (moved up 
to second via disqualification) at 
Camden April 1 and won at 
Charlotte on April 29. He then 
won a turf stakes at Philadelphia 
Park in June and was a solid 
fourth in a classy turf handicap 
at Saratoga in August. 

Neilson purposefully delayed 
Lord Zada’s hurdle career until 
Kentucky Downs. 

“His strength is his flat abili¬ 
ty, but his weakness is his jump¬ 
ing,” she said. “It’s not a real nat¬ 
ural thing for him and that’s why 
he didn’t run at Saratoga. There’s 
such an emphasis on jumping 
there, but here it’s more of a 
sweeping course and maybe 
jumping isn’t so important.” 

A big horse with a long 
stride. Lord Zada thrived on 
Kentucky Downs’s wide turns 
and relaxed layout. Ridden by 
Gus Brown, the 7-year-old took 
the lead on the backstretch and 
simply cruised to a three and a 
half-length win. Behind him 
came Grade 1 winner Yellow- 
road, the 1999 NSA 3-year-old 
champion Addinson, the previ¬ 
ously unbeaten Flasher and 
I^chnagar. 

The easy win gave the team 
of Augustin, Neilson and Brown 
a trifecta of new hurdle stars— 
three-time spring winner Pom- 
peyo (Chi), double Saratoga win- 
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ner Praise the Prince (NZ) and 
now Lord Zada. Who is better 
wiU have to wait. 

“I don’t know and this didn’t 
make it any easier,” said Brown 
while still up on Lord Zada. 
“Stevie Wonder could have rid¬ 
den this horse and won today.” 

WELCOME TO 
PHILADELPHIA 

W hile Kentucky Downs 
jumped back on the stee¬ 
plechase calendar after a 
lengthy absence, Philadelphia 
Park stepped into the lineup for 
the first time despite being all 
but in the backyard of steeple¬ 
chasing’s southeastern Pennsyl¬ 
vania horse country. 

Philadelphia carded two jump 
races as part of its October 9 
Columbus Day racing lineup. A 
$15,000 maiden hurdle attracted 
eight starters and a classy option¬ 
al claimer drew seven, and both 
races produced solid figures at 
the mutuel machines. The eight- 
horse maiden brought in $86,180 
in handle, seventh on the 11-race 
card, while the seven-horse allow¬ 
ance lured $76,428 from bettors. 

“I know the fans paid atten¬ 
tion—they were all watching,” 
said Sal Sinatra, Philadelphia’s 
director of racing. “We run 2,000 
races a year here and something 
different is a good idea. The 
races went without a hitch, and 
I’m almost certain we’ll wel¬ 
come them back.” 

As for the racing, Wendy 
Hendriks’s Hunt Lane enjoyed 
the short van ride from Kennett 
Square and picked up his first 
win of 2000 with a one and a 
half-length score over Double 
Leaf (GB). Technically trained 
by Hendriks’s son Ricky, Hunt 
Lane is a homegrown product of 
Wendy and her husband Dick. 

The family horse won three 
races and earned more than 
$66,000 in 1999, but was zero- 
for-four including two narrow 
Saratoga defeats this year. Until 
Philadelphia, which appeared to 
be a tough task for the 8-year- 
old claimer. 

One of just two horses in the 
race running for a claiming 
price. Hunt Lane was facing a 
tough group of “two-other- 
than” allowance horses. 

“He’s training great, but it 
might be a little over his head for

where he is right now in his life,” 
said Wendy before the race. 

Or not. Hunt Lane (Brown) 
rated just behind Rarity Bay in a 
tightly bunched field and accel¬ 
erated to the front leaving the 
backside. Spring novice stakes 
winner Double Leaf (Kingsley) 
made a run on the final turn but 
was no match for the winner. 

“He’s a cool old horse,” said 
Brown. “I decided to put him 
into the race a little more than 1 
did at Saratoga and it worked. 1 
asked him to run when [Double 
Leaf] came to me and he got 
right back into it. They couldn’t 
catch me after that.” 

In the hurdle opener, Alfred 
Smith’s Without a Song thrilled 
longshot players by scoring at 
better than 28-1 for the wife/ 
husband, trainer/jockey combi¬ 
nation of Susan and Pat Cooney. 
A 4-year-old son of Smarten, 
Without a Song ate into Rumi¬ 
nate (Ire)’s lead on the back- 
stretch and turned aside a chal¬ 
lenge from first-timer Lone¬ 
some Dawn to win by five and a 
half lengths. 

“We’re making up for lost 
time,” said Pat Cooney of his 
second win on the weekend and 
his fourth of the year. “I’m so 
glad for Mr. Smith because he’s 
been in the game for a while and 
it’s nice to see some success 
coming his way. On the turn, my 


horse jumped right into the bri¬ 
dle—it was like driving a BMW 
away from a traffic light. I just 
had to decide where to go.” 

HOME TO 
VIRGINIA 

T he busiest steeplechase state 
revved up its calendar in the 
fall with five stops in three 
weeks. Colonial Downs hosted 
two days and four races includ¬ 


ing the $50,000 Zeke Ferguson 
Memorial-NSA2, a key Breeders’ 
Cup prep, on October 6. 

In its previous two runnings, 
the Ferguson had produced 
1998 steeplechase champion 
Flat Top (who won the first edi¬ 
tion) and 1999 leading earner 
Ninepins (GB) (who was second 
last year). This time around, the 
race produced an upset—and 
plenty of head-scratching. 

Landslide Farm’s Spring 
Salute picked up the pieces of a

J ockey Jonathan Thomas, 
the country’s leading 
apprentice with seven stee¬ 
plechase wins at the time, 
injured his back in a fall from 
Darn Tipalarm at Colonial 
Downs on October 6 and will 
miss the remainder of the sea¬ 
son. Thomas, 20, sustained a 
fracture to his L-1 vertebrae, 
and underv^ent surgery on 
October 7 to repair the dam- 
age. 

The fractured portion of 
the bone initially went into 
Thomas’ spinal cord, causing 
temporary paralysis below the 
waist. The paralysis was cor¬ 
rected by the surgery, and a full 
recovery is expected. On Octo¬ 
ber 13, Thomas said he plan¬ 
ned to remain at the Medical 
College of Virginia Hospital in 
Richmond for up to four weeks 
of rehabilitation. 

Thomas, the son of Dela¬ 
ware Park track superintendent 
,J.D. Thomas, was seventh in 
the NSA standings through 
October 13. 

too-fast pace and won the two 
and a quarter-mile handicap by 
seven and three-quarter lengths 
for trainer Sanna Neilson and 
jockey Craig Thornton. A Sara¬ 
toga allowance winner. Spring 
Salute finished in front of such 
names as Pompeyo (third). All 
Gong (GB) (fourth). Rowdy Irish¬ 
man (fifth), Soaringoverseattle 
(sixth) and Ninepins (seventh). 

“It was fast out there, and I 
went evenly,” said Thornton, 
who won a race for the first time 
since May. “I was outrun, but 
just within myself to keep jump¬ 
ing well enough. I’m not saying 
he’s Flat Top, but he’s got solid 
credentials—no surprise.” 

Thornton may have been 
alone in that last viewpoint as 
the race got messy in the final 
stages. Darn Tipalarm set a 
rapid early pace just ahead of A1 
Sk)^alker as the field stretched 
out through the first mile. 
Favorites Pompeyo and Nine¬ 


pins dropped well off the pace, 
as did All Gong. Galloping in 
mid-pack. Spring Salute looked 
most comfortable while fifth 
with a circuit remaining. 

Soaringoverseatde, normally 
a late runner, took over on the 
backstretch the final time but 
was cooked by the turn. Spring 
Salute, Pompeyo and A1 Sky- 
walker ran quickly past with 
Spring Salute taking a five-length 
lead into the stretch and running 
away with the win, much to the 
delight of owner Redmond 
Finney. 

“Let’s face it, it’s interesting 
how things go,” he said after 
apologizing to Neilson for beat¬ 
ing stablemate Pompeyo. “Sanna 
had him right and it worked.” 

Neilson enjoys winning for 
Finney, her mother’s first cousin. 

“He just loves it; you can win 
a maiden claimer or a stakes and 
he’s just as excited,” the trainer 
said. “He’s paid his dues. This 
horse has been somewhat disap¬ 
pointing off his novice form (of 
1998), but he’s obviously doing 
well this year. His two Saratoga 
efforts were probably lifetime 
bests, and this was a good race.” 

An allowance hurdle opened 
the October 6 card at Colonial, 
and showcased a new combina¬ 
tion in Dynamite Vic, owner 
Daniel Borislow and trainer 
Petra Kappel. 

Dynamite Vic is a half-broth¬ 
er to 1999 NSA novice champi¬ 
on Muscle Car. Borislow is a 
major owner of flat horses. 
Kappel is assistant trainer to 
John Scanlan, who trains Boris- 
low’s flat stable. 

Together, they are on a roll. 

Dynamite Vic, a 4-year-old 
son of Dynaformer and the 
Dixieland Band mare Dixie 
Accent, broke his hurdle maiden 
on September 15 and bounced 
right into an allowance victory 
on October 6. Both scores came 
at Colonial, Scanlan’s base in the 
early fall flat season. 

Claimed by Scanlan and 
Borislow last fall at Calder, 
Dynamite Vic lost four straight 
flat starts for his new connec¬ 
tions before Kappel’s pedi¬ 
gree/steeplechase pleas finally 
worked. 

“My boss is a good flat train¬ 
er and he told me about a horse 
he was going to claim. I recog¬ 
nized the mare right away,” said 


Kappel. “I bothered him about it 
three times a day.” 

Bred by Bayard Sharp, Dyna¬ 
mite Vic made his hurdle debut 
in July, then went back to the flat 
where he was second in a 
Colonial allowance. Over hur¬ 
dles on September 15, Dynamite 
Vic (Pat Cooney) won a $15,000 
maiden hurdle by 11 V 2 lengths. 
The allowance score came in 
much the same pace-stalking 
fashion, only Dynamite Vic won 
by two and a half lengths over a 
quality field that included 
Snoqualmie and stakes-placed 
Allan PreU. 

“He’s the genuine article,” 
said Cooney. “He’s still a bit 
green in his jumping, but every 
time they came to his flank he 
grabbed the bit a litde more. 1 
hope I get to stay with him for a 
whHe.”

Steeplechasing 
needs to 
get with the 
program 


I t happened again. I asked the 
people at a race track program 
stand if they would help give 
away copies of my newspaper 
Steeplechase Times during a racing 
card that included steeplechase 
races. 

I smiled. I asked nicely. I was 
even wearing a tie. Steeplechase 
Times is a relatively harmless 
addition to someone’s racing 
load—program, Placing Form, tip 
sheet, binoculars, pen, money 
and a newspaper that covers a 
part of Thoroughbred racing 
this track has committed itself to 
hosting. Sounds like an easy 
decision. 

“Why certainly sir, we would 
be happy to give these away to 
anyone who buys a program. I 
can’t wait to see these beautiful 
horses jump, and our fans will be 
very happy to have the addition¬ 
al information.” 

Hah. I got shot down. 
Refused. Rebuffed. Sent packing. 
Snickered at. Insulted. And— 
eventually—1 got mad. 

The last thing I remember 
saying was “no wonder horse 
racing’s going down the tubes.” 

OK, so we’re not getting 
flushed but I’d like to plunge 
whoever gave those people jack¬ 
ets, bow ties, name tags, stools 
and the keys to the universe. AU 
I wanted was help in handing out 
a free newspaper as a bonus to 
people who paid for something 
else—^how much of a burden 
could it be? 

By itself, the attitude from 
the program-sellers meant noth¬ 


ing. Looking through a fisheye 
lens, the grumps exhibit a latent 
problem with Thoroughbred 
racing. Racing can add paint, 
marble floors, brass lights and aU 
the trimmings but if it doesn’t 
do something about its image, no 
major changes are going to take 
place. 

My children—and your chil¬ 
dren—^will be grumbling about 
the state of the game in 20 years 
just like we have grumbled. 


Looking at the big picture, we 
have loads of work to do. By fol¬ 
lowing the steeplechasers to 
numerous race tracks through¬ 
out the country. I’ve found that 
some people don’t get it. 

Why would a race track that 
commits significant dollars (purse 
money alone can total upwards 
of $100,000) not commit a simi¬ 
lar effort to the flip side of 
things? 

Why wouldn’t this new event 
—^in some areas an instant draw— 
be part of the promotion sched¬ 
ule? 

Why wouldn’t it be placed 
where it can succeed? 

Why wouldn’t employees be 
clued into the commitment? 

Why wouldn’t more efforts 
be made to educate regular fans? 

Why, why, why? 

The blame falls on two 
groups—and you can probably 
guess which ones. 

1. Steeplechasing. We blow 
into town and blow back out 
again before some tracks even 
know we are there. As the fran¬ 
chise-holder of sorts, steeple¬ 
chasing should provide a blue¬ 
print for success—promotions 


and how to use them, calendar 
suggestions, packaging plans, 
logistics, things to tell the media, 
perhaps even some advertising 
copy. 

It’s good business to make an 
impression, and we don’t always 
do that. Make sure horsemen 
meet track executives or other 
key individuals. Convince people 
to take part in the whole day—I 
went to Kentucky Downs in 
September and felt like the last 
of the Mohicans an hour after 
the two jump races. 

2. Race tracks. I’m sorry, 
but some don’t seem to care and 
it makes no sense. 

If a track committed $75,000 
to having a rock concert after the 
races, people would know about 
it. The same should apply for 
steeplechasing. If tracks don’t 
tell people about a special event, 
how is it going to become spe¬ 
cial? The plan should include 
advertising (on and off-track), 
tips for employees, an outreach 
program to steeplechase people 
in the area. 

And—most importantly— 
tell the program-sellers to expect 
me. ♦

Commercial 
success comes 
rightly to

Q uestion: At the recent 
record-setting Keeneland 
September sales, how many 
staUions based elsewhere than in 
Kentucky recorded a sales aver¬ 
age over $100,000? 

Answer: Six. The sextet con¬ 
sists of Forty Niner (Japan), 
Cure the Blues (now deceased. 
New York), General Meeting 
(California), Robellino (Eng¬ 
land), Danehill (Ireland) and 
Allen’s Prospect, who stands in 
Maryland. 

Isn’t it refreshing that a 
Maryland-based horse can com¬ 
pete with the formidable battery 
of stallions standing in Kentucky, 
as well as international leaders 
Danehill and Forty Niner? 

This year, Allen’s Prospect 
had three yearlings, all fillies, sell 
at the Keeneland September 
vendue for an average price of 
$103,667. The breakdown was 
one for $31,000, one for 
$110,000, and one for $170,000. 
Not too shabby a return for a 
$12,500 stud fee. 

At the Eastern Fall Yearling 
sales in early October, 22 of his 
yearlings were sold for an aver¬ 
age of $29,364. Obviously the 
Kentucky yearlings were the 
cream of his crop, but the 
Maryland yearlings included 
price tags of $85,000, $65,000, 
$62,000, $52,000 and $49,000. 

Allen’s Prospect’s commer¬ 
cial appeal is not a mystery. His 
stud fee is one of the highest in 


Maryland, but it’s well-earned. 
He is consistendy one of the 
leading sires in the state and cur- 
rendy ranks 50th on the leading 
sires of 2000 list in The Blood- 
Horse (October 7, 2000). He also 
currently tops all North 
American sires by number of 
winners, as he did in 1995, ’98 
and ’99. Plain and simple, Allen’s 
Prospect gets a lot of winners 
who earn a lot of money. 

Success is his birthright, as he 
is a son of Mr. Prospector, the 
leading sire of sires in the coun- 
A few of Mr. Prospector’s 
other sons at stud include Seek¬ 
ing the Gold, Kingmambo, Forty 
Niner and Gone West. This is a 
potent sire line, based on Mr. 
Prospector’s brilliant speed, and 
the tremendous class that comes 
on the dam’s side of any one of 
his sons. 

Allen’s Prospect is remark¬ 
ably gifted in that area, being out 
of the mare Change Water, by 
Swaps. This makes him a half- 
brother to the amazing Fall 
Aspen, broodmare of the year in 
1994, the season in which her 
son Timber Country was the 
champion 2-year-old. The award 
was just icing on the cake, since 
her previous foals included 
Group/Grade 1 winners Fort 
Wood, Hamas (Ire), Northern 
Aspen; Group 2 winners EUe 
Seule, Colorado Dancer (Ire); 
and Group 3 winner Mazzacano 
(GB). Since then, she has also 


produced stakes winner Prince 
of Thieves and champion sprint¬ 
er Bianconi. Her son Fort Wood 
sired South African champion 
Horse Chestnut (SAf), and 
daughter Colorado Dancer pro¬ 
duced the internationally bril¬ 
liant Dubai Millennium. Yeah, 
it’s a nice family all right. 

Allen’s Prospect was bred in 
Kentucky by Glencoe Farm and 
purchased as a yearling for 
$560,000 at the 1983 Keeneland 
July sale by Allen Paulson, then a 
newcomer to the sport who was 
spending money in a fashion to 
rival Robert Sangster and the 
Maktoum brothers. 

In 1983, Paulson spent 
$8,729,000 buying 28 yearlings, 
including $2,500,000 for a filly by 
Northern Dancer out of *Valor- 
is II (later named Savannah 
Dancer). 

Allen’s Prospect was the 
highest-priced colt that Paulson 
purchased that year, and he was 
given a name to reflect the mas¬ 
ter’s pride of ownership. Unraced 
at 2, Allen’s Prospect started 
seven times at 3, and won three 
races, including two high-class 
six-furlong allowance races at 
Hollywood Park. At the time, the 
races were designated “Q” races, 
which entided Allen’s Prospect 
to have his name in black type. 
The “Q” designation has long 
since been dismissed, but Allen’s 
Prospect’s brilliance and quality 
on the track has not. 

He stayed in training at 4 but 
never made it back to the races. 
In 1987, he entered stud at 
Country Life Farm in Bel Air, 
Md., where he remains to this 
day. Allen’s Prospect is an 
extremely bloodlike individual, 
rather atypical for a Mr. Pros¬ 
pector but more so for a stallion 
carrying the elegant genes of 
Swaps. He’s not a particularly big 
horse, but lengthy and built low 
to the ground, well-muscled, 
with a long run of shoulder. 

Allen’s Prospect was well 
patronized his first season and 
got 45 foals the next spring, 14 
of whom won as juveniles, and 
six of whom won stakes. With 
that, Allen’s Prospect embarked 
on a stallion career with little 
flash and thunder, but much and 
frequent success. 

He is represented by 39 stakes 
winners to date, headed by King 
of the Heap, who placed in the 


Sunny Slope Stakes at 2, and 
won the Malibu Stakes-Gl at 3 
in 1996. King of the Heap, with 
a bankroll of $226,250, is not his 
sire’s leading earner, however. 
That distinction currently goes 
to Secret Prospect, a filly who 
earned $520,270. From the same 
1993 crop as King of the Heap, 
she won 13 races from 2 to 4 and 
churned out stakes victories 
every year she raced, 11 in all, 
including the Maryland Million 
Distaff Handicap as a 4-year-old. 

Other top runners by Allen’s 
Prospect include Im Out First, 
Ritchie Trail, Richard’s Lass, 
Waited, Kelly’s Class and Con- 
radley. This year, he’s also repre¬ 
sented by stakes winners In C C’s 
Honor, Longfield Star, Texas 
Gold, Ambi’s Bro and juvenile 
stakes winners T P Louie and 
Spavinaw. 

Success for Allen’s Prospect 
goes beyond the first quality of 
his pedigree, and probably has 
much to do with the fact that, 
outside of his sire line of Mr. 
Prospector and Raise a Native, 
his pedigree is an outcross to 
most prominent bloodlines in 
the business. 

Second, Allen’s Prospect rep¬ 
resents unusually close crosses 
to some outstanding older blood¬ 
lines. His dam is by Swaps 
(foaled 1952) and his second 
dam is by War Admiral (foaled 
1934). 

Allen’s Prospect’s best nick 
numerically is with Amerrico, a 
son of Dr. Fager out of Ameri 
Lib by *Amerigo. He’s sired 
three stakes winners out of three 
different mares by Amerrico: 
Ameri Allen, Rainbow Prospect 
and Pat Wolsh. Two of these 
mares are by Amerrico out of 
daughters of Bold Ambition. 

There is nothing in this cross 
that jumps out and says “this is 
why it works.” Amerrico was by 
Dr. Fager, himself a son of 
Rough’n Tumble out of the 
great broodmare Aspidistra by 
Better Self Amerrico’s dam 
Ameri Lib was by *Amerigo, a 
beautiful but temperamental son 
of Nearco, and her dam was 
^Liberal Lady, an imported 
stakes-winning daughter of 
Abernant. 

Beyond Amerrico, of Allen’s 
Prospect’s 39 stakes winners, six 
are produced from mares from 
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Allen’s Prospect (above) produces some of his classiest runners from mares carrying the blood of Buckpasser. 


the Northern Dancer line, 
daughters of Topsider, Northern 
Fashion, Magesterial, Nijinsky 
II, Dancing Brave and Caucasus 
(by Nijinsky II). Add to that list 
a mare by Northern Dancer’s 
full brother Northern Native. 
Two more have Northern Danc¬ 
er elsewhere in their dams’ pedi¬ 
grees. Representatives of this 
cross include two of Allen’s very 
best runners. King of the Heap 
and Im Out First. 

The next best nick is with 
*Turn-to line mares, accounting 
for four stakes winners by 
Allen’s Prospect; four others 
have *Turn-to in some area of 
their dam’s pedigree. Most of 
these *Turn-to crosses come 
through Sir Gaylord (two are in 
male line through mares by Lord 
Gaylord and Lord Gaylord’s son 
Lord Avie), although Hail to 
Reason and Cyane are also rep¬ 
resented. 

After that, the best cross is a 
tie at three each between mares 
from the lines of Never Bend 
and Bold Ruler, both sons of 
*NasruIlah. Since the *Nasrullah 
cross is itself one of the very 
best nicks for Allen’s sire, Mr. 
Prospector, this is not unexpect¬ 
ed, especially considering that 
Allen’s Prospect is not a result of 
that nick himself His leading 
earner. Secret Prospect, is out of 
a mare by Riverman, and two 
others, Jericho’s Prospect and 
Riverland, are siblings out of a 
mare by Frontage, a son of 
Never Bend. His best direct 
Bold Ruler cross is Xray, a colt 
out of a mare by Cornish 
Prince; in fact Cornish Prince 
mares account for two stakes 
winners, but six other stakes 
winners, including three better 
than Xray, have Bold Ruler in 
areas of their dams’ pedigrees 
other than direct male line. 

Probably the most significant 
nick for Allen’s Prospect in pro¬ 
ducing the highest racing class is 
with mares carr)ing the blood of 
Buckpasser. Two stakes winners 
come from this direct nick, 
Ritchie Trail out of a mare by 
Buckpasser, and Tyaskin out of 
a mare by Buckpasser’s son 
Akureyri, while four others of 
Allen’s Prospect’s very best run¬ 
ners carry Buckpasser some¬ 
where else up close in their 
dams’ pedigrees (Im Out First, 


Richard’s Lass, Carrolls Favorite 
and Texas Gold). 

Buckpasser (by Tom Fool out 
of Busanda by War Admiral) is 
very interesting for Allen’s 
Prospect since Allen’s Prospect’s 
dam Change Water was herself 
remarkably doubled to War 
Admiral, 4x2. Swaps’s second 
dam. Iron Maiden, was by War 
Admiral, as was Change Water’s 
own dam. Portage. 

Since the mating to Mr. 
Prospector was an outcross to 
that pattern (he had no War 
Admiral), it’s not surprising that 
Allen’s Prospect does very well 
when he gets strong returns to 
that genetic strength, and Buck- 
passer is one of the best. 

Private Account, dam sire of 
Richard’s Lass, is especially use¬ 
ful, being out of Numbered 
Account, a Buckpasser mare out 
of a mare by Swaps. This makes 
Numbered Account, like Change 
Water, closely inbred to War 
Admiral, and gives Richard’s 


Lass no fewer than four crosses 
of War Admiral 6x4x6x8. 

This War Admiral pattern 
hints that mares by Hoist the 
Flag or his son Alleged (inbred 
to War Admiral) should do well. 
Oh Say already appears as the 
dam sire in two of Allen’s Pros¬ 
pect’s stakes winners, Exceter 
and the most recent one, Spavi- 
naw. One might also try Seattle 
Slew, whose dam was inbred to 
War Admiral, through the sisters 
Striking and Busher, both by War 
Admiral out of a daughter of the 
great mare *La Troienne, thus 
bred similarly to Buckpasser’s 
dam Busanda (also out of a 
daughter of *La Troienne.) 

An alternative to that pattern 
is supplying the blood of Better 
Self, a stallion by Bimelech (out 
of *La Troienne) out of another 
daughter of War Admiral, and 
again bred like Busanda. Better 
Self was the dam sire of Dr. 
Fager, who was the sire of 
Amerrico, which brings us back 


to Allen’s Prospect’s number-one 
nick, the one for which we 
couldn’t find a good explanation 
in the beginning. 

What’s interesting for Allen’s 
Prospect is that his two crosses 
of War Admiral come free of 
*La Troienne, and his good nicks 
with Dr. Fager and Buckpasser 
each come with a dose of *La 
Troienne tied in with the third 
(or fourth) War Admiral cross. 
In the case of Allen’s Prospect’s 
success with two different mares 
carrying the Amerrico/Bold 
Ambition cross, note that mares 
with this combination carry two 
crosses of Bimelech, one 
through his son Better Self and 
one through his daughter. Be 
Faithful, granddam of Bold 
Ambition. 

It almost appears that for 
Allen’s Prospect (with two lonely 
crosses of War Admiral), the cir¬ 
cuit is completed when he finds 
War Admiral’s soulmate/blood- 
line match, *La Troienne. ♦

Breeding race 
horses can be 
a battle 
against nature 


M any of the problems a 
broodmare owner faces 
are the result of non- 
selective breeding practices 
when it comes to reproductive 
ability. Breeding athletes is what 
this business is all about. And 
statistics demonstrate, all too 
clearly, that our prized equine 
athletes do not always rate high 
on the fertility scale. 

Conception rates in the 
Thoroughbred industry have 
been in a holding pattern for the 
past decade. According to The 
Jockey Club, the average live foal 
production rate for mares cov¬ 
ered in 1999 was 59 percent. 

Individual states such as 
Kentucky, Maryland, California 
and Florida were above the aver¬ 
age, with percentages in the mid- 
60 range, but a six out of ten 
strike is stiU frustratingly low. 

How are scientific advances 
working to change this picmre? 

Artificial lighting is an invalu¬ 
able tool, used routinely on 
many farms. Light can be used 
to fool the mare’s system into 
cycling. The female equine 
reproduction system is complex 
and ever changing. A mare’s 
estrus cycle is approximately 21 
days. She will come into heat for 
between three to seven days, fol¬ 
lowed by an average of 15 days 
when she will be “out.” 

Horses do not usually cycle 
year round. Nature intended for 
foals to be born during the warm 
months of late spring and sum¬ 
mer. This is when the mare is 
most fertile. During the winter 


months, she may stop cycling 
altogether as her reproductive 
system becomes dormant. The 
mare is in a state of anestrus. 

The horse’s natural breeding 
cycle is determined by the total 
number of daylight hours. As 
the days become longer, the 
mare’s reproductive system 
begins to awaken. 

Approximately 16 hours of 
light a day appears to be the key 
to bringing a mare to cycle. 
Studies have shown no advan¬ 
tage to gradually extending the 
time under lights. Most farms set 
timers for their lights so the 
mare starts off exposed to a total 
of 16 hours of light. However, it 
does take two months of the 
light treatment for a mare who is 
in anestrus to start cycling. 

There are a number of syn¬ 
thetic treatments to regulate or 
promote a mare’s estrus cycle. 
But the mare must have already 
begun cycling in order for these 
to be of any use. Artificial light¬ 
ing is the only way to shorten the 
mare’s anestrus state. 

Just because the mare is preg¬ 
nant doesn’t mean her cycles will 
be normal after birth. For 
instance if the mare is due with 
an early foal, she should go 
under lights as soon as she foals. 
Even though she has just had a 
baby, if it’s January, then her sys¬ 
tem may shut down. 

The horse’s first few cycles 
after anestrus are usually erratic, 
as she is in transition. 

“Transition is defined as a 
mare who is not yet ovulating,” 



said Robert Causey, DVM, Ph.D., 
who specializes in uterine infec¬ 
tions in horses, is board certified 
in equine reproduction, and is a 
clinical instructor at the Univer¬ 
sity of Florida. Breeding a mare 
during these transitional cycles 
will not result in pregnancy. 

“You’re not getting a good 
cover at all during transition, 
what you are doing is contami¬ 
nating the uterus,” said Dr. 
Causey. 

Causey recommends four 
methods to confirm the mare is 
cycling normally: 

1. When teased by a stallion 
the mare should give a valid dis¬ 
play of heat. 

2. Between periods of heat 
the mare should go out of heat 
for about 15 days. 

3. The mare should have 
already ovulated during a cycle. 

4. The mare’s progesterone 
level should be significant after 
about seven days out of heat. 

During a normal cycle, the 
mare will exhibit heat, have a big 
follicle, good uterine tone and a 
relaxed cervix. “The uterus has 
to be ready,” Causey says. 
“Everything should be relaxed 
and open when the mare is ready 
to breed.” 

If a teaser stallion is not avail¬ 
able, a veterinarian can examine 
(palpate) the mare’s ovaries, 
uterus and cervix to determine 


the size and characteristics of 
the follicles that form on the 
ovaries. He can then estimate 
where she is in her cycle and when 
she will be ready for breeding. 

Most farms spend November 
checking to determine whether 
all the pregnant mares are still in 
foal. Managers can begin work¬ 
ing on those mares who have 
come up empty to prepare them 
for an early cover in the coming 
breeding season. 

Once the mare has begun to 
cycle, a culture needs to be taken. 
The veterinarian will insert a 
swab into the uterus and gather a 
few cells to test for infection. 

“The best time to culture is 
when the mare is in heat,” said 
Causey, explaining that if the 
cervix is not open, there’s a 
greater risk of introducing con¬ 
taminants into the uterus. “The 
mare is better at cleaning herself 
up if entered during estrus,” 
Causey said. 

It is possible to culture a 
mare when she is not in heat, but 
the cervix is very sensitive—if 
infected, her body will release 
prostaglandin, which will cause 
uterine contractions to expel the 
contaminants. “This can cause 
mares to short cycle,” Causey 
explained. 

If there is any question of 
the mare being breeding sound. 
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an endometrial biopsy can be 
taken. Again, the cervix is 
entered during estrus and a 
small piece of the lining of the 
uterus wall is cut and removed 
for testing. 

There are four grades given 
based on results of the biopsy: 
A Grade 1 is considered to have 
a greater than 80 percent chance 
of conception; Grade 2A, a 50 
to 80 percent chance; Grade 2B, 
a ten to 50 percent chance; 
Grade 3, less than a ten percent 
chance. The ranges for the 
grades of the biopsy are not 
very precise, said Causey, while 
adding, “We don’t have anything 
better to gauge it by.” 

A biopsy will determine if 
there are irreversible and/or 
reversible changes present in the 
uterus. Irreversible changes 
include fibrosis and scar tissue. 
“Unfortunately, there’s not 
much that can be done to get rid 
of either one. People have put a 
lot of things in the uterus to get 
rid of scar tissue, but there’s 
been no successful way docu¬ 
mented to reduce scar tissue in 
the uterus.” 

Reversible changes include 
active inflammation. “If you see 
inflammation in the uterus, 
there is a reason for it. Wind¬ 
sucking, urine pooling, these can 
cause inflammation in the uterus. 
It’s a potentially manageable and 
reversible condition. The mare’s 
reproductive prognosis can 
improve,” said Dr. Causey. 

Many mares carry the label 
“ReguMate mare.” These are 
mares that do not produce 
enough progesterone to main¬ 
tain their pregnancy. In the wild, 
these mares would be eliminated 
from the gene pool. In the 
Thoroughbred industry, we 
search for the latest scientific 
development to ensure these 
mares produce. 

ReguMate™ is the trade name 
for the synthetic progestin 
altrenogest. 

A mare on ReguMate™ can 
be an expensive proposition. 
Depending on where your vet¬ 
erinarian buys it, the cost to the 
mare owner can be as high as 
$1,500 for each pregnancy. It is 
given orally, on a daily basis, and 
the mare cannot miss a dose— 
not even one. 


Veterinarians in the field 
have been conducting their own 
research into progesterone sup¬ 
plementation. Many are turning 
from ReguMate™ to injectible 
progesterone. Field studies con¬ 
ducted by Dr. Jeffrey T. Berk of 
Ocala, Fla., over the past few 
years have yielded positive 
results. Instead of daily doses, 
the pregnant mare receives a 
once a week injection of proges¬ 
terone. Total cost for the preg¬ 
nancy averages $100. 

“It’s difficult to compare the 
value of progestagen in keeping 
mares pregnant,” said Causey. 
The pregnant mare produces 
progesterone to maintain her 
pregnancy in two cycles: Until 
about 120 days into the preg¬ 
nancy, progesterone is produced 
by the ovaries; at about day 70 
progestagens from the placenta 
and fetus start to increase and 
reach very high levels in middle 
to late gestation. 

Explained Causey: “If you 
were to remove the ovaries at 
day 35, the mare would lose the 
pregnancy. If, however, you took 
them out at 120 days, she would¬ 
n’t lose it because her proges¬ 
terone level is sufficient to sup¬ 
port the pregnancy. If the ovary 
is not producing enough proges¬ 
terone, the added progestagen 
may be helping the mare.” 

Many farms are opting for 
the new drug implant Ovuplant®. 
Approved for use in the US. in 
1999, Ovuplant® is designed to 
hasten ovulation. Because of the 
live cover rule in Thoroughbred 
breeding, many mare owners 
breeding to popular stallions can 
find themselves with a mare

ready to breed but no breeding 
shed appointment. 

Studies conducted in the early 
1990s have shown that when a 
mare receives Ovuplant® with a 
breeding follicle of at least 30 
mm in diameter, ovulation 
occurs within 48 hours in over 
88 percent of mares. 

However, some veterinary 
practitioners reported that 
mares treated with Ovuplant® 
were likely to experience a 
delayed return to estrus if they 
failed to become pregnant. 

If the mare needs to have her 
estrus cycle suspended rather 


than hastened, then ReguMate is 
still the drug of choice. Recent 
studies have shown that when 
altrenogest is administered daily 
from the point at which a follicle 
is at least 35 mm in diameter, 
ovulation can be delayed by an 
average of 1.6 days. When mak¬ 
ing breeding shed appointments, 
this could be the difference 
between a good cover and a 
wasted effort. 

Age also plays an important 
part in a mare’s reproductive 
success. When a filly is foaled 
early in the year she may start 
cycling at age 1. If she’s a mid to 
late-summer baby, she usually 
won’t start until she’s 2. 

A mare younger than 4 is still 
considered a juvenile. “That’s 
not to say she won’t carry a 
pregnancy,” says Causey. “But 
we need to let her pelvis expand 
(through maturity) as much as it 
can. The problem with breeding 
young mares is the increased risk 
to the vulva and vagina during 
parturition (birth).” 

A mare’s conception/live 
birth rate is usually high until she 
is well into her teens. But older 
mares, predictably, can run into 
additional problems. Often 
there is a greater risk of infec¬ 
tion with older mares. Age may 
cause a mare’s uterus to become 
tipped—her vulva doesn’t close 
properly and she contaminates 
herself every time she relieves 
herself A simple procedure can 
be performed to close the lips of 
the vulva to prevent contamina¬ 
tion. But the vulva has to be 
reopened when the mare is bred 
and for foaling. ♦

Sara Secor: 
a most 
unforgettable 
character 


O n my 30th birthday, I threw 
a party in a Soho loft in 
New York City, where I 
live, and invited Sara Secor, a 
dear family friend. To my sur¬ 
prise and delight, she came. In 
her early 60s at the time, Sara 
established an immediate pres¬ 
ence in the room full of black- 
clad 30-somethings, her shock of 
white hair a beacon in the dark. 
She wore one of her characteris¬ 
tic gowns, a cross between a 
beauty shop cape and a royal 
habit, to which she lent an inef¬ 
fable glamour. 

“Hi, Dearie!,” she said, once 
she found me in the crowd. 
“WeVe been all over New York 
today searching for the perfect 
birthday present for you, and we 
finally found it at Knoud’s.” At 
that, she and her son Steve pre¬ 
sented me with a decorative five- 
foot brass hunting horn, which 
emitted an impressive moan 
when you blew. The punch line 
is that 1 don’t ride, much less to 
hounds, due to a deep-seeded 
fear of all things equine, but I 
took the offering as a significant 
compliment. To Sara, real fun in 
life was wrapped up in horses, 
and she wanted to draw me into 
the grand adventure. 

Last March, Sara, former 
Master of Elkridge-Harford and 
the undisputed doyenne of 
Maryland’s hunt country, died at 
the age of 80, a passing that 
shocked, even while it was 
expected. When I got the mes¬ 
sage from my father. Bonsai 
White, I immediately abandoned 


work to drive to Maryland to 
attend the service at St. James 
Episcopal Church on My Lady’s 
Manor, as did so many others 
from around the country. In the 
gathering that followed at the 
Secor home at Inverness Farm, 
friends fondly traded “Sara sto¬ 
ries,” notable for horses and high 
jinks. 

In the months that followed, 
there was a growing sense that 
something larger should be done 
to honor Sara’s memory—and to 
celebrate a life that made the 
everyday exceptional. A book 
was proposed, but Sara’s admir¬ 
ers wondered how much would 
be lost in the retelling of those 
legendary tales. In Sara’s case, 
truth really was stranger and far 
more amusing than fiction, but 
perhaps less repeatable. None¬ 
theless, I felt compelled to put 
some of those memories down 
on paper. 

In a note to my father, 
Harriet Iglehart wrote in refer¬ 
ence to her friend Sara, “I 
returned to The Irish RM '—a 
foxhunting novel by Ross and 
Somerville—“and came upon 
this excellent description: ‘Mrs. 
Knox had that mysterious quali¬ 
ty of attraction given to some 
persons of forming a social vor¬ 
tex into which lesser beings 
inevitably swim.’ ” 

The depiction is especially 
apt. Indeed, even (or perhaps 
especially) children and animals 
were drawn to Sara, a true Pied 
Piper. “No matter who you 
were, if she liked you, you could 


do no wrong,” said my brother 
Lawrence. “From then on you 
became a co-conspirator in her 
magical world.” Equally cele¬ 
brated as a horsewoman, Sara 
had an unerring eye for a horse’s 
potential—an ability she dis¬ 
played early. 

The daughter of trainers 
John Bosley Jr. and Elizabeth 
Cromwell Bosley, Sara grew up 
on Maryland’s sprawling 500- 
acre Fox Hill Farm, along with 
her younger Bosley siblings, 
Jackie and Betty. At 13, she 
established the legend of Chase 
Me. 

John Bosley bought Chase 
Me’s dam, Mayanel, at a dispersal 
sale in 1928, and bred her to 
Purchase, by LucuUite. Sara broke 
the yearling, nicknamed Purchy, 
as a family pet, and taught him 
tricks like shaking hands and 
playing dead. One morning, she 
and her mother discovered 
Purchy’s hidden talent. 

“I remember it like it was yes¬ 
terday,” Sara said in a 1972 arti¬ 
cle. “Mother was riding a prom¬ 
ising jumper by the name of 
Lord Johnson. He wouldn’t 
extend himself at all unless he 
was worked in company. She 
told me to breeze up a hill along¬ 
side of her horse. We couldn’t 
believe what happened. Purchy 
ran away and hid from Lord 
Johnson. We tried it again sever¬ 
al days later. The same thing 
happened. I knew then and there 
that my pet was going to be a 
race horse.” 

Registered as Chase Me, 
Purchy made his first start in the 
faU of 1933 at the old Havre de 
Grace race track, where he 
politely lifted his right hoof and 
shook the hand of the assistant 
starter. He won that one-mile- 
and-70-yard maiden race by 15 
lengths, and later claimed five 
straight victories at Laurel, Pim¬ 
lico and Bowie. But on May 19, 
1934—set against Equipoise in 
the Metropolitan Mile at Bel¬ 
mont—tragedy struck. He stum¬ 
bled and fell near the rail with a 
broken left shoulder. Chase Me 
had to be destroyed. 

During that ill-fated season, 
Sara and Chase Me not only 
inspired headlines, but a movie 
and a Broadway play. A faded 
newspaper clipping even reports 
that Clark Gable, on a promo¬ 
tional tour in Baltimore, stopped 


by Fox Hill Farm, where Chase 
Me obliged photographers and 
the star by performing his tricks. 

“Sara really became kind of a 
celebrity during that time,” my 
father remembers. “Reporters 
were calling all the time.” Three 
years later, she again made press 
when she rode in the Powder 
Puff Derby, a promotional ladies 
race sponsored by Alfred 
Vanderbilt before the Preakness. 
Sara, naturally, won. 

Though I knew nothing of 
Sara’s triumphs when I was a lit¬ 
tle girl, she was no less a dazzling 
figure to me. The movie star 
accent contributed. When Sara 
was a teenager, her mother sent 
her off to finishing school in 
England on the condition that 
she return with an English 
accent. 

“She came back with half of 
one,” says my father, who affec¬ 
tionately notes that Sara hit the 
broad Brit A on the word 
“bath,” but might skip it on 
“bathroom,” sometimes even in 
the same sentence. The effect 
was Philadelphia Story meets Old 
York Road: like Sara, a con¬ 
founding paradox of the high- 
flown and earthy. 

More celebrated were mala- 
propisms so singularly creative 
that one wondered if they 
weren’t intentional. 

When a friend went into the 
hospital for a biopsy, Sara spread 
the word about his “autopsy.” 
Bad situations were said to go 
over like a “lead pipe balloon.” 
Private discussions might, if you 
were lucky, be described as “tit- 
a-tits.” 

In one of my earliest memo¬ 
ries of Sara, she was hosting one 
of her famed parties at 
Inverness Farm, in a black lace 
dress that defined glamour. 
Though she struggled with her 
weight, she was quite thin then, 
trimming down for horse events, 
rather than to please her string 
of gentlemen callers. During the 
war, Sara had been married 
briefly to trainer Louis Merry- 
man, but by the time I knew her, 
she was the widow of Jay 
Ketchum Secor, an attorney and 
former Yale polo captain. 

That evening, I, aged 10, 
wore a starched pinafore that 
rendered me mute with discom¬ 
fort, a condition with which Sara 
immediately sympathized. She

knew just how to fix it. Sara 
encouraged her children—J.B, 
Beth, Steve and Ketch—to take 
me through their new tunnel in 
their backyard, a construction so 
elaborate that it’s surprising the 
Secor kids weren’t tapped for 
the underground route from 
Dover to Calais. Twenty minutes 
later, I was covered in dirt and 
deliriously happy. 

“There were no rules in 
Sara’s house, except maybe no 
swearing,” maintains Eilene 
Poole, who worked at Inverness 
during the ’60s and ’70s. “It was 
a happy kind of chaos.” For 
kids, it was as close to heaven as 
it gets. 

Goddaughter Sass Small 
Merryman remembers Sara at 
the wheel of her massive Buick 
station wagon, her dog Tramp’s 
shaggy head sticking out of the 
window, ferrying the Secor chil¬ 
dren along with friends and 
friends of friends to the movies. 
Sara was like no one else’s mother. 

“One day, just for the fun of 
it, J.B. decided to lead a pony up 
to the bedroom on the second 
floor of the house,” Sass 
recounts, “but the problem was 
we couldn’t get him down. 
When Sara caught us, she just 
laughed. She showed us how to 
blindfold the pony, so we could 
lead him back.” 

Sara cut the boys’ hair her¬ 
self, apparently using a bowl, 
making Beatles haircuts fashion¬ 
able on the Manor even before 
rock-and-roll. Always on the 
lookout for a bargain, she pur¬ 
chased clothes, including most 


of her own, at the Johns Hop¬ 
kins Hospital Carry On Shop. 
One day, my mother spirited my 
brother’s plaid blazer downtown 
to “the Carry On.” The next rac¬ 
ing season my brother noticed a 
Secor wearing the jacket with 
panache he hadn’t realized it 
possessed. 

Eilene Poole recalls that 
guests who stayed over at Inver¬ 
ness dared not do their laundry, 
for fear that it would become 
part of the communal Secor 
wardrobe. 

In the way some women can’t 
resist a sale or a box of choco¬ 
lates, Sara couldn’t resist a horse, 
but was sometimes short of cash 
when opportunity arose. 

On the day of a House and 
Garden Tour—for which, it 
should be noted, Sara “planted” 
plastic daffodils in the front 
flower beds—Sara’s brother 
Jackie tore over to Inverness 
with news about a horse in a 
claiming race at Charles Town. 

Sara was instantly sold. With 
not a minute to spare, Sara, J.B. 
and Jackie raided the Garden 
Tour’s cash box of $1,500 worth 
of admission fees, and headed 
down to Charles Town to make 
their claim. By evening, the 
Garden Tour had its money 
back, and Sara had her horse. 

At a summer cocktail party at 
Inverness, Sara proved equally 
talented at “marketing.” Think¬ 
ing she might have a buyer, Sara 


brought a horse up from the sta¬ 
ble for a little show and tell. 

First, trainer Mikey Smithwack 
agreed to ride the mare bareback 
over the terrace wall, attracting 
quite a bit of admiration—but 
that was nothing compared to 
when Mikey took the jump a sec¬ 
ond time with Sara, in her cock¬ 
tail silks, lying on top of it. 

Next Betty Bird, Sara’s sister, 
climbed on with Mikey, and they 
cleared Sara in tandem. “I 
remember that Betty had a hard 
time keeping her grip because of 
her silk stockings,” said Steve 
Secor, laughing, “but 1 think 
with each jump, the price went 
up another $5,000.” 

Over the years, Sara contin¬ 
ued to have successes in the 
show ring, with horses like the 
herculean Prince Tex and 
Swagerman, and, in timber rac¬ 
ing, notably, with St. James 
Corner. But it was as Master of 
Elkridge-Harford in the early 
1970s that she made a lasting 
impression. “She was a particu¬ 
larly dignified ambassador for 
the hunt,” said her colleague 
Turney McKnight, “and so fair- 
minded in a dispute, she was 
inclined to see everyone’s point 
of view.” 

For those who were fearful, 
Sara had a famous expression 
that assuaged. “Throw your 
heart over the fence,” she would 
say, “and then go chase it.” As 
her health deteriorated over the 


years, Sara was forced to give up 
riding, but never her support. 

“Last year,” her son J.B 
notes, “she was on top of Snow 
Hill plugged into her oxygen 
tank watching her friend Tom 
Voss climb onto the winner 
wagon at the Maryland Hunt 
Cup.” 

In July, 1 stopped by Inver¬ 
ness Farm, uninhabited since 
March, and found the Secor 
children and their families gath¬ 
ered for scrambled eggs and 
sausage—a post-party tradition 
established by Sara. In the days 
before her death, Sara slipped in 
and out of consciousness, 
enduring great pain, and the 
doctor wondered about her 
reluctance to go. 

“Are you afraid of dying?,” 
Beth told me she asked her 
mother. Not of dying, Sara con¬ 
fided, but of leaving her chil¬ 
dren with so much unresolved in 
their lives. “You’ve got to throw 
your heart over the fence,” Beth 
encouraged, “and go chase it.” 

At the St. James service, J.B. 
noted that his mother “was gen¬ 
erous in no way 1 can begin to 
explain. She gave everyone a fair 
shot and believed in people for 
their good qualities and didn’t 
hold their bad qualities against 
them.” And, indeed, this was her 
secret. In believing the best 
about people in spite of all evi¬ 
dence to the contrary, Sara made 
us into princes and queens. *

Business for the 2000 Thor¬ 
oughbred meet and overall busi¬ 
ness at the Meadowlands contin¬ 
ued on an upward trend 
through October 7. 

Total live attendance was up 
six percent, reversing a down¬ 
ward trend. On-track handle for 
the live Thoroughbred meet was 
up nearly three percent. 

“The figures for this year’s 
Thoroughbred meet and the 
entire fiscal year 2000 have been 
very positive for the Meadow¬ 
lands,” said Bruce Garland, sen¬ 
ior executive vice president/rac¬ 
ing for the New jersey Sports 
and Exposition Authority. 
“What we’ve done is emphasize 
the Sports Authority’s outstand¬ 
ing events like the [Grade 1] 
Haskell and [Grade 2] Meadow¬ 
lands Cup. which have generated 
positive numbers in both the 
attendance and handle columns 
for our racing division.” 

Total on-site handle, which 
combines the handle on live rac¬ 
ing along with handle on import¬ 
ed simulcast events, is showing 
handsome gains. Through Octo¬ 
ber 7, total on-site handle is up 
15 percent, which translates to 
$56 million being bet at the 
Meadowlands since September 4. 

The Meadowlands meeting 
ends on Saturday, November 18. 
Garden State Park is not 
expected to request Thorough¬ 
bred racing dates for 2000. 
Therefore, there will likely be no 
live Thoroughbred racing in 
New jersey from Nov’^ember 19 
until May 21,2001 when Atlantic 
City Race Course hedds its eight- 
day, all turf meeting. *

D ropped drastically in class, 
the 3-year-old gelding One 
More Broad gave way to 
finish fifth, as even-money 
fav^orite, while running for a 
$6,500 maiden claiming tag on 
September 19. 

It was discouraging, to say 
the least, for One More Broad’s 
owner Daniel Borislow and 
trainer John Scanlan. But their 


loss would be a dream come true 
for Matthew Nash, an 11-year- 
old sixth grader in Williamsburg, 
Va. 

Matthew’s father C.W Nash 
is an assistant manager at the 
convenience store where Scan¬ 
lan routinely stops for coffee on 
his way to the track, usually 
around 3 a.m. Having heard of 
Matthew’s love of horses, 
Scanlan had waited for the right 
opportunity to give Matthew a 
horse. This would be it. 

Matthew’s parents allowed 
him to skip a day of classes from 
school so he could oversee the 
transfer of his new pet from 
Scanlan’s barn in the Colonial 
Downs backstretch to the Cedar 
Valley Farm in Norge, Va., the 
gelding’s new home. 

One More Broad will be 
“deprogrammed” for the next 
six months at the farm, making 
the transition from race horse to 
riding horse. 

“I paid thousands of dollars 
to make my 19-year-old son a 


soccer player,” said Matthew’s 
father as the horse was being 
loaded into a trailer. “Now it’s 
time to pay for Matthew’s pas¬ 
sion, but it’s worth every penny 
to keep the boy out of trouble.” 

Matthew has taken riding les¬ 
sons since he was 5 and recently 
spent time with Scanlan in the 
barn area and paddock on race 
days. 

Mokhieba’s son Oxford Tea 
Party ran off with the Virginia 
Stallion Stakes, a $40,000 event 
on September 24 limited to 3- 
year-old offspring of Virginia- 
based sires. By far the most 
experienced runner in the field 
of seven, Oxford Tea Party took 
command in the stretch and 
crossed the wire nine lengths in 
front of his closest rival.

jockey Mario Verge record¬ 
ed his 2,()()0th career win, with a 
victory aboard Blaze Magic, on 
October 9 at Colonial Downs. 
Awaiting Verge in the winner’s 
circle were fellow jockeys, track 
dignitaries and guests from the 
Virginia Horse Center. The mile¬ 
stone was commemorated with a 
silver bowl, congratulatory sign 
and traditional bucket of cold 
water. 

As the meeting neared its 
final days, 1999 leading Mary¬ 
land trainer A. Ferris Allen III 
maintained a long lead in the 
trainer standings (15 wins, a 23.8 
win percentage), followed by 
Graham Motion, W. Robert

F OX Hill Farm’s Jostle, con¬ 
sidered the top 3-year-old 
filly in the country, put on a 
memorable show for her home¬ 
town fans at Philadelphia Park 
on October 7, winning the 
$200,000 Cotillion Handicap- 
G2 with ease ov^er seven other 
rivals and punching her deket to 
the $2-million Breeders’ Cup 
Distaff-Gl at Churchill Downs 
on November 4. 

Although Jostle has been 
domiciled here throughout her 
career, the Codllion was the first 
time she faced the starter at 
Philly Park. She has been 
shipped to other race tracks to 
compile her impressive resume 
which includes victories in the 
Coaching Club American Oaks- 
G1 and Alabama Stakes-Gl. 

After her four and a half- 
length tally in the mile and a six¬ 
teenth Codllion, which is the 
only Grade 2 stakes in Pennsyl¬ 
vania, trainer John Servis spoke 
about what jostle has meant 
both to him and Philadelphia 
Park. 

“She’s not only changed my 
life, she’s changed things for the 
entire race track,” said Servis, 41, 
who lives nearby the Bensalem, 
Pa., track. “Every day people ask 
me how she is, how she’s train¬ 
ing, and they want to see her 
train in the morning. She’s been 
good for everybody.” 

Servis planned to send Jostle, 
a nearly black daughter of 
Brocco, to Kentucky with her 
stablemate. Zonk, a juvenile 


daughter of Farma Way also 
owned by Fox Hill, which is the 
nom de course of Delaware 
businessman Richard Porter. 

Zonk was scheduled to run 
in the $1-million Breeders’ Cup 
Juvenile Fillies Stakes-Gl. 

Renovations are nearly 
complete on Philadelphia Park’s 
second floor, which was set for a 
grand reopening on Novem¬ 
ber 4, the day of the Breeders’ 
Cup. The project, expected to 
cost several million dollars, 
includes a state of the art Sports 
Bar plus a plush new box seating 
area for owners and trainers. 

Improvements to the exteri¬ 
or of the track are also in 
progress. The long covered 
walkway on the Picnic Grove 
side of the grandstand, formerly 
a bus stop, has been torn down; 
plans are to make this into a 
parklike landscaped area, creat¬ 
ing a more stylish main entrance. 
Work is also underway to install 
new signage and lighting on the 
exterior, plus improve the valet 
parking arrangements and traf¬ 
fic flow. 

Mike Binder, a designer of 
major sports venues, is working 
with management on these 
plans for the “new” Philadelphia 
Park. 

“One of the wonderful fea¬ 
tures of the layout of this track, 
which wasn’t properly utilized 
when it was built, is the long, 
dramatic view of the grandstand 
from the Street Road entrance,” 
said Jenny Ornsteen, Philadel¬ 
phia’s director of communica¬ 
tions. “While we won’t have the 
drama of such long views as the 
Philadelphia Art Museum or 
City’ Hall, the new Philadelphia 
Park plans call for pulling atten¬ 
tion away from the aluminum 
structure of the grandstand to 
beautiful landscaping and a styl¬ 
ish main gateway.” 

Jockey Sunday Diaz suf¬ 
fered a broken left clav’icle after 
a spill in the first race on 
October 1 when his mount. 
Divine Oblivion, clipped heels 
and fell. The 22-year-old native 
of Puerto Rico, among the top 
ten in the jockey standings, was 
expected to be sidelined for six 
weeks. 

Also injured in the mishap 
was jockey Chris Morales, who

suffered cuts and bruises to his 
legs. Morales mount. Defibrilla¬ 
tor, stumbled and fell over 
Divine (Oblivion, but Morales 
returned to the saddle the next 
day. 

Neither horse was injured. 

Philadelphia Park was sched¬ 
uled to begin a three and a half¬ 
week shutdown, from October 
12 through November 4, in 
which no live racing would be 
conducted. Due to a mild winter 
in which few days were lost due 
to inclement weather, the track 
was quickly approaching the 220 
dates allocated by the Pennsyl¬ 
vania State Racing Commission 
for 2000. The main track would 
still be available for horsemen to 
train during the hiatus. 


Marking a first in its 26-ycar 
history, Philadelphia Park hosted 
two steeplechase events on 
(October 9. They consisted of a 
maiden special weight for 4-year- 
olds and up at two and one-six¬ 
teenth miles over National 
fences, won by Alfred Smith Jr.’s 
Without a Song; and an option¬ 
al claiming event, also at two and 
one-sixteenth miles, captured by 
Wendy Hendriks’s Hunt Lane. 

Runner-up to Hunt Lane was 
Double Leaf (GB), who was 
nominated to the Breeders’ Cup 
Steeplechase in Far Hills, N.J. on 
October 28. Trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard said that, despite the 
defeat. Double Leaf might still 
go to the Breeders’ Cup. #

“She was having some 
trouble with the footing in the 
stretch, but she dug in and 
showed the kind of heart she’s 
shown all year,” said Potts. 

Through racing of October 
10, Clinton Potts remained tied 
for second place with TD. 
Houghton in the national jockey 
standings by races won, having 
won 281 of 1,146 starts (25 per¬ 
cent). 

At Penn National, Potts was 
running away with top honors. 


having won with 250 of his 989 
mounts, 121 more than runner- 
up Emilio Flores. 

Trainer Harry F. Thompson 
Jr. continued to lead the Penn 
National trainer standings, win¬ 
ning with 135 of 621 starters 
through October 7. Thompson 
was 54 victories ahead of Jose 
Martinez Jr., who had 81 wins. 
John Zimmerman was third 
with 71 winners. 

On September 21, race horse 
owner George Berryhill and 
jockey Felix E. Pinero were 
arrested on charges of race fix¬ 
ing and bribery at Penn 
National, a day after a grand jury 
in Harrisburg issued indictments 
against them and seven others 
for allegedly fixing the outcomes 
of 15 races between January and 
May. 

Berryhill, 70, and Pinero, 30, 
both from Lebanon, Pa., alleged¬ 
ly gave money to jockey Ramon 
Pena, 30, of Harrisburg, who 


then approached the riders of 
the favorites in selected races. In 
exchange for the bribe, the jock¬ 
eys allegedly kept their horses 
from finishing first, second or 
third in order to increase the 
payoffs on winning exacta and 
trifecta tickets. 

Other jockeys named in the 
indictments were Lazaro Vives, 
Luis Morales, Rocky Jurado, 
Manuel Torres and Andres 
Reyes. 

Penn National Gaming, 
Inc. was identified as one of the 
suitors for the New York City 
Off-Track Betting Corporation, 
which was put up for bid in 
September by Mayor Rudolph 
Guiliani. Also among the inter¬ 
ested buyers was Greenwood 
Racing Inc., which owns and 
operates Philadelphia Park. ♦

O ne could imagine that 
Michael Becker majored in 
“Race Horse Training 
101,” instead of a college prep 
program of classes as a high 
school senior in suburban New 
Jersey. Becker eschewed the 
trappings of the classroom in 
1977 and found a job at the 
Meadowlands with harness rac¬ 
ing driver/trainer William 
Houghton. 

“He yelled at me for cutting 
school,” Becker recalled. “But 
he was the first one to give me a 
job.” EventuaUy, a compromise 
was struck. Becker worked for a 
Yonkers-based trainer for free in 
the morning and attended class¬ 
es in the afternoon. “My friends 
all laughed at me at the time. I 
told them that this was my col¬ 
lege,” he said. 


specdve. God has been very 
good to me.” 

It took years of struggle and 
therapy but Becker finally 
regained most of the use of his 
arms. He took part of the settle¬ 
ment money from the accident 
and sought out his friend 
Richard Kumble, a Miami Herald

Now 41, Becker has run the 
gamut from chasing a dream, to 
near-tragedy, to enjoying every¬ 
thing on a daily basis while giv¬ 
ing back to others in need. 

Becker, working as a foreman 
for trainer Howie Tesher in 1992, 
was nearly killed when his car 
was struck by an 18-wheel truck 
just outside the gates of Pom¬ 
pano Park in Florida. “The first 
thing I remember hearing was 
someone say ‘call the morgue,’ ” 


he said. “They didn’t think I was 
going to live. It was the scariest 
moment of my life when 1 real¬ 
ized I couldn’t move my legs.” 

The accident crushed verte¬ 
brae in Becker’s back, leaving 
him without the use of his arms 
after two surgeries. “Looking 
back, it may have been the best 
thing that happened to me,” 
Becker said, “Before then, every¬ 
thing revolved around horses, 
horses, horses. It gives you per- 
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“Looking back, [the accident] 
may have been the best 
thing that happened to me” 


Florida. “Everyone in Florida 
racing did business with Dick,” 
Becker said. 

Becker longed to re-enter the 
racing world. He couldn’t do 
backstretch work anymore, so he 
and Kumble thumbed through 
the catalogue of the 1996 Sara¬ 
toga horses of racing age sale 
searching for prospective horses 
to race. Kumble faxed Becker 
the past performance of a 5- 
year-old Ascot Knight gelding 
who had been rising through the 
ranks at Pimlico and Laurel. 

“I loved the horse,” Becker 
said. The pair traveled to upstate 
New York and purchased Influ¬ 
ent for a sales-topping $54,000. 
Becker took some flak at the 
time. 

“Everyone said "you could 
have claimed the horse [that 
spring] for $6,000.’ The pedigree 
screamed turf He should have 
been on turf all of his life,” 
Becker said. 

Influent won a stakes at 
Woodbine that fall and, under 
the care of Tesher, developed 
into a multiple Grade 1 winner 
the following year. He annexed 
the Grade 1 Caesars Invitational 
Handicap and the Grade 2 
Bowling Green Handicap in 
frontrunning fashion in the sum¬ 
mer of 1997. 

Influent liked to run on the 
lead and the longer the distance 
the better. A spot in the 
Breeders’ Cup Turf-Gl appeared 
to be a cinch. The Grade 1 Man 
o’ War Stakes, a weight-for-age 
race, was scheduled as a prep. 

Four days before the Man o’ 
War, Becker’s life turned upside 
down again as Kumble passed 
away. The funeral was the day 
before the race, which was tele¬ 
vised on ESPN. Influent blew 
away the field and the isolated 
television picture of Becker 
cheering him home, while tears 
ran down his cheeks, is burned 
in many people’s memories. So 
too was Becker’s pointing sky¬ 
ward, still moist-eyed, as he led 
Influent to the winner’s circle. 

“He (Kumble) and Willard 
Thompson were both like 
fathers to me,” Becker said. 
“When things were tough, Dick 
was trying to talk me up all the 
time.” 

Influent never made that trip 
to the Breeders’ Cup. An injury 
ended his career and the gelding, 
who amassed $956,301, of 


which $906,196 was earned on 
the turf, is enjo\ang his retire¬ 
ment at John Mazza’s Holly 
Crest Farm in New Jersey. 

Even before Kumble’s pass¬ 
ing, Becker had begun donating 
percentages of Influent’s win¬ 
nings to charities. He continues 
that now as a trainer even though 
he’d been off racing’s national 
radar screen since Influent. 

Becker received his trainer’s 
license in 1998 with friends 
Steve Cooper and Mark Peris- 
weig helping out when physical 
limitations became a strain. 
“Steve did a lot of the work for 
me,” Becker said. 

Becker recorded his first 
training victory that year at 
Monmouth Park with a horse 
named Noroominthe N. He was 
winless this year until September 
4, Labor Day and opening day at 
the Meadowlands, when Majes¬ 
tic Jazz, a 7-year old gelding he 
claimed for Ankh Stables in the 
spring of 1999 for $14,000, went 
wire-to-wire under apprentice 
Janice Blake in a $25,000 claim¬ 
ing race. 

Four days later, on Septem¬ 
ber 8, Becker wheeled Majestic 
Jazz right back for a $30,000 tag 
and he breezed to a four and a 
quarter-length victory for his 
second win of the year. 

Just as with Influent, the 
claiming of Majestic Jazz has a 
story. 

“I was in the tack room at 
Keeneland in May of ’99 reading 
the Form!'' Becker said. “I saw 
Majestic Jazz was running at 
Garden State that night and I 
just loved his form. I went 
straight to Blue Grass Airport, 
called The Kumble Group to 
wire the money and I was off 
My vet said I was nuts.” 

Still another obstacle loomed; 
Becker’s connecting flight in 
Cincinnati was delayed and it 
was touch-and-go if he’d make it 
to New Jersey in time for the 
race. “1 said to myself. I’ll let 
God decide whether I get this 
horse or not,” Becker said. He 


made it to Garden State Park in 
the nick of time. 

“This year. I’ve had some bad 
luck,” Becker said. “I screwed up 
with Jazz last year. When you 
watch and train them, it’s like 
watching your kids. You get real 
depressed when they lose. I was 
furious that Jazz went off at 25-1 
at the Meadowlands, because I 
thought he was as good as any 
horse in the race.” 

His current stable consists of 
Majestic Jazz, the 6-year-old 
geling Just Plain Good and a 3- 
year-old filly named Easley the 
Best after one of his physicians. 
Dr. Darrell Easley. 

“We’ve made mistakes. We’re 
both learning,” Becker said of 


the filly. “My help, Barbara 
Stevens and Tommy Edwards, 
have been with me since day 
one. Sometimes I can’t get out of 
bed. There’s no way I get this 
done without them.” 

When the Meadowlands 
meeting ends, Becker and his 
horses will head to Ocala for a 
short respite and then maybe a 
race or two at Tampa Bay Downs 
or Gulfstream Park. 

Becker’s charities include The 
Dick Kumble Memorial Fund 
and The Winslow Therapeutic 
Riding School in Winslow, N.Y 
Even during dry spells, Becker 
sends the school $4,000 per year. 
Becker was there for the family 
of Jenny Messenbrink, when her 
18-year-old son Ian was killed in 
a car accident in New Jersey in 
August. He helped establish a 
fund in memory of Ian. 

“I learn so much from the 
kids at the therapeutic riding 
school,” Becker said. “God put 
me through all of this for a rea¬ 
son. I know I’m not alone.” #

R on and Carolyn Green have 
added another accom¬ 
plished sprinter to their 
Green Willow Farms stallion 
roster with the relocation of 
graded stakes winner Meadow 
Monster from Florida.

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David O'Connor, who stunned 
the world with his gold medal¬ 
winning performance aboard 
Custom Made in the individual 
three-day competition at the 2000 
Olympics, may rightly be consid¬ 
ered Maryland's native son. He 
grew up in Gaithersburg, Md., a 
suburb of Washington, D.C., and 
in 1973- 74: figured prominently 
in a series of articles appearing in 
Horse Play, then a companion 
publication to The Maryland 
Horse. 

The series, written by David's 
mother Sally O'Connor, detailed 
a journey that was in many ways 
comparable to an Olympic quest. 
Mrs. O'Connor and her two sons, 
Brian (13) and David (11) trav¬ 
eled across country on horseback, 
from Maryland to Oregon, dur¬ 
ing a three-month span begin¬ 
ning May 13 and ending August 
26,1973. 

Reprinted here by special per¬ 
mission from Sally O'Connor, 
who holds the copyright, is the 
concluding chapter. 

As this chapter begins, the 
O'Connors have just crossed the 
eastern border of Idaho. It will 
take them less than two zveeks to

complete this final, and in some 
ways most difficult, leg of the 
trip. 

August 13—Up early, fed 
the horses and had a large 
breakfast. We discussed the 
routes with Mr. Weeks who 
said that the routes and trails 
over the forest land towards 
Blackfoot would be consider¬ 
ably shorter than following 
the roads to Idaho Falls. 

We set off and crossed the 
Snake River yet again. It is still 
clear and green and beautiful. 
Followed well-marked roads 
towards the forestry service 
ranger station about 30 miles 
away. From our map it looked 
as if the trails would cut off a 
good distance, so we had a 
council of war as to whether 
we should stick to the road and 
be safe or risk going off into 
the wilds again. Brian is reluc¬ 
tant to leave the road at any 
time. David was neutral. I still 
felt that the trails would save 
us time, so we took the trail. 

We met a man with his 
grandson who had been camp¬ 
ing out and exploring the re¬ 
gion by horseback, too. Al¬ 
though this is called a national 
forest, you cannot see a tree at 
all in certain places. It is range 
land with cattle and sheep us¬ 
ing the trails all summer. 

We rode along one of the 
creeks that wound back into 
the hills. For about ten miles 
there was a well-defined jeep 


trail, and we had little trouble. 
We stopped off for lunch by a 
wide part of the stream and 
immersed our cheese and ap¬ 
ples in the cool water to cool 
them off after spending a hot 
morning in the saddle bags. 
We saw some elk and for quite 
some time watched one doe 
which went up the side of the 
valley across the stream from 
us and paralleled our course 
for some distance. 

About 2 o'clock our trail 
ran out. We came to a fence 
and decided to follow it up 
over the hill to see if it led to¬ 
wards the road which we 
knew was about five miles off. 
We clambered up through 
thick growth only to find an¬ 
other fence cutting us off. We 
rode back down to the creek 
and found a gate which we 
opened with difficulty. There 
was a very faint track which 
went up and down and along 
the side of a deep valley. It 
looked more like a goat trail 
than anything else, and Brian 
was full of mutterings about 
how "we should have stayed 
on the road." 

It was hot and we were not 
at all sure that our map was 
accurate. We went on and on, 
scrambling along the ever deep¬ 
ening valley. My mare is really 
not the horse for such terrain 
and my nerves got steadily 
worn down. Each time we 
went downhill I felt I would 
slip off the front with the grain 


sack and all. We caught sight 
of something about four miles 
away and climbed up a steep 
slope to see what it was. It 
looked like a sheep herder's 
wagon. We decided to make 
for that point and reconnoiter. 
After getting into some deep 
timber along the bottom of the 
valley, we concluded that we 
had better climb the next big 
hill and get our bearings 
again. We went up the side of 
a mountain, crisscrossing as 
we went along because it was 
too steep to climb directly. The 
saddles and equipment slid 
further and further back and 
when we finally got to the top, 
there was no sign of the wag¬ 
on we were headed for. We 
rode along the brow of the 
hill, stopping only to dis¬ 
mount and readjust our sad¬ 
dlery. We were all snarling at 
each other at this point—an¬ 
gry from the disappointment 
of not finding the wagon or 
any sign of a way out. 

Finally we reached a high 
spot and we saw, not only the 
original wagon we were head¬ 
ed for and which we had over¬ 
shot by about two miles, but 
another one closer to us but 
across a steep wooded ravine. 
We thought perhaps we could 
get to the nearer one and start¬ 
ed down. The timber was so 
thick at this point and the 
ravine so steep that it was im¬ 
practicable to attempt to take 
a horse down it. We then took 
careful aim and decided to 
back track and see if we could 
get down into the valley, 
through the rimber, and arrive 
at the first camp we had seen. 
The hills were so steep the 
horses nearly fell every time 
we headed downhill and we 
had to go back and forth to be 
able to get down. The mare al¬ 
most fell over some boulders 
and slid on her knees for some 
distance before I could get her 
balanced again. Halfway 
down David announced that 
he had dropped our only re¬ 
maining water canteen some¬ 
where on the hill which did 
not make him very popular 
with the rest of us. We eventu¬ 
ally got to the bottom and 
started through the thick tim¬ 
ber in what we hoped was the 
right direction. We fought our 


way up through dense under¬ 
brush and fallen trees, turning 
aside when it got too thick but 
generally trying to keep on the 
correct line. We came up on a 
rise and there right ahead of 
us was the wagon at the end 
of a well-defined track. 

At this point it was about 
6:30 and we were relieved to 
be out of the forest at last. No 
one was around at the camp, 
but there were a couple of 
dogs and a litter of very shy 
puppies. There was no water 
in sight but we opened the 
wagon door and found a pail 
of fresh cool spring water and 
helped ourselves. We had wa¬ 
tered the horses at the bottom 
of the valley so they were fine. 
We found some stout pieces of 
sagebrush and tied the ani¬ 
mals up and fed them our re¬ 
maining oats. This camp was 
not nearly as well kept as Ed¬ 
dy's but we realized that we 
were lucky to find anyone so 
far out. After waiting awhile 
we decided to cook our freeze- 
dried stew. The shepherd rode 
up just as the light was dying. 
He was amazed to find he had 
company but quickly tied up 
his horse and put the coffee on 
and sent the boys off to his se¬ 
cret spring to refill the water 
bags. I received a quick invita¬ 
tion to spend the night in the 
wagon which I politely but 
firmly refused and was glad to 
see the boys come back from 
their water-finding excursion. 
We settled ourselves out by 
the horses and slept under the 
enormous mountain moon 
that shone high above us. As 
far as actual traveling went 
this was probably about the 
worst day we had faced. But 
the serenity of the night made 
the frustrations of the day 
seem small. Brian said before 
going to sleep that we should 
stick to the roads from here on. 

August 14—We had a large 
breakfast cooked by our new 
friend. Then we set out along 
the trail back to the rough 
road about five miles away. 
We were really high up at this 
point, and it was a beautiful 
clear morning. The road was 
finally reached and we realized 
that we didn't know which 
way to turn, as our shepherd 
had said stay to the right, but 











it really seemed to me that this 
was wrong. Brian, whose 
nerves were becoming quite 
ragged, insisted we should go 
right, but it felt all wrong and 
looked wrong according to 
our map. We turned left and 
promised him that we would 
go only a short way before 
turning back if we did not find 
a landmark. We reached a small 
creek and stopped to water 
the horses and were overjoyed 
to see a pickup truck coming 
towards us. We waved it 
down and discussed the map 
with the driver. He said we 
were headed in the right di¬ 
rection and told us he would 
be along later in the day to 
keep an eye on us before he 
went home. Apparently there 
were no houses or ranches for 
another 35 miles or so. 

We rode down out of the 
high hills and into a long 
straight valley passing the 
ranger station we had been 
headed for. We met a truck 
load of road builders who 
were intrigued by our trip and 
offered us a place to stay if we 
followed the more southern 
route towards Pocatello. We 
had just about decided that 
our short cuts were not al¬ 
ways turning out the way we 
would like so we decided to 
cross the wide plain and go 
down into Blackfoot instead. 
As we rode along the mare 
kept putting her head down to 
scratch her face on her knee. 1 
thought that the flies were 
bothering her more that usual, 
but then, suddenly, she col¬ 
lapsed in the middle of the 
trail. 1 leapt off and dragged 
her up, but she went down 
again. My first thought was 
that we had come across some 
of the poisoned water that ex¬ 
ists up here. But then all the 
horses had drunk from the 
same streams, so it wasn't 
that. We got the saddle and 
packs off, and 1 gave the sad¬ 
dle to David and the pack to 
Brian to deal with as they 
could. She obviously had a vi¬ 
olent attack of colic, and this 
was something we were not 
prepared for. We had no reme¬ 
dy for it. I beat on her and got 
her on her feet again and de¬ 
cided that the only thing we 
could do would be to walk 


her. There was no house and 
no telephone for about anoth¬ 
er 20 miles and instead of 
leaving her there to die on us 
we had to do the best we 
could. So we walked. And we 
walked. And she went down 
and rolled, and went down 
again and again. Each time 1 
screamed and swore at her 
and beat her until she got back 
on her feet. The boys were 
great. They didn't moan or 
complain, just kept going and 
tried to be as cheerful as they 
could under the circum¬ 
stances. After about an hour a 
truck went by and we stopped 
it. They offered to take some¬ 
one in to try and contact a vet, 
although the nearest vet lived 
over 40 miles away. 1 decided 
that Brian would be the best to 
explain, and this meant poor 
old David would be stuck 
with coping with two horses 
by himself. We threw the extra 
tack into the truck and it left. 

David and 1 continued on 
our way, me beating on the 
mare and David riding Jim 
while leading Bee Gee. It was 
hot and dismal and the road 
was straight as a die with little 
to look at even if we had felt 
like admiring the view. Brian 
eventually came back in the 
truck after two hours and re¬ 
ported that he had talked with 
the vet who had said that he 
couldn't come, and that if we 
hadn't any mineral oil we 
should "walk the horse." 
Great advice. We had already 
walked eight miles. 

Brian told us he had stop¬ 
ped off for lunch. Since David 
and I didn't even have a can¬ 
teen, the mention of lunch and 
a cold drink made us angry. 
We soon regained our compo¬ 
sure when Brian handed us 
sandwiches and water. 

At this point the mare 
seemed to be feeling easier 
and 1 thought that we could 
probably risk putting her tack 
back on and trying to contin¬ 
ue. After remounting her we 
headed off towards a ranch 
we had word of about 20 
miles away. We rode on 
through rangeland, encoun¬ 
tering bands of cows and oc¬ 
casionally horses, but never a 
single human. The mare being 


much better, we even risked 
trotting her some of the time. 

About 4:30 the man we had 
met in the morning drove up 
behind us. We told him our 
long tale of woe about the 
horse who now looked as if 
nothing had ever been wrong 
with her. For a horse that 1 re¬ 
ally believed was going to die 
about six hours earlier she had 
made an astonishing recovery. 
The man offered to take our 
packs on to the ranch and 
warn them of our late arrival. 
It is the only habitation for the 
next 40 miles so we decided to 
push on to it for the night. We 
came down a valley along a 
stream full of beaver dams 
and pools. The land here is 
full of wildlife. There is a large 
marshy lake and it has water- 
birds of all descriptions—duck, 
geese, cranes, herons and 
egrets. Eventually we came 
over a rise and saw the ranch. 
We cut off across the range 
and arrived at the gate where 
we found our packs and a 
note saying that no one was 
home but why didn't we stay 
anyway? We decided that we 
had had enough for the past 
two days and settled the hors¬ 
es in the corral, and raided the 
house for water which was in 
a pail in the kitchen. We 
couldn't find a pump or a 
spring. It looked as if they had 
a generator to produce the 
electricity to run things. We 
cooked on our own stove and 
before we went to sleep in the 
corral I left a large note taped 
to the gate so that the owners 
would not come home in the 
middle of the night and shoot 
us for rustlers. 

Next morning we got go¬ 
ing early and headed on down 
for the last lap of our "short 
cut." It was hard to tell from 
the map exactly how far we 
had to go to get back to paved 
roads and telephones. It 
looked a fair distance. 

We rode on through empty 
rangeland full of holes which 
made trotting difficult. The 
badgers and ground squirrels 
even tunnel in the middle of 
the dirt roads out here. You 
could break a horse's leg very 
easily. We came upon a power 
line crew at lunch time. They 
had iced water which was a 


great relief as we were still 
waterless ourselves. Remount¬ 
ing, we rode through the hills 
and across the great bowls of 
grassland, more fertile now 
than on the eastern slopes of 
the mountains. We had now 
entered our second Indian 
reservation, the Fort Hall 
Reservation. We had been 
warned not to stay overnight 
at the reservation because there 
had been several instances of 
militancy and it was feared 
that we could set off an inci¬ 
dent. This goes much against 
our grain because all of us 
refuse to participate in any 
kind of prejudice. We believe 
that people are people no mat¬ 
ter what their background or 
color. In fact this trip has in¬ 
tensified our feelings. We 
have stayed with the very rich 
and the very poor, and have 
met blacks, Indians, Mexicans 
and whites—all of whom have 
helped us and encouraged us. 

This was another hot, dusty 
day. About 3 o'clock David 
dissolved into tears because 
he was thirsty. I'm afraid that 
Brian and I merely said 
"Whose fault is that" and 
spent little sympathy on the 
"one who lost the canteen." 
This was almost the final 
blow. David decided that he 
had come to the end of the 
trail. I promised to send him 
home in the morning. Since 
we still had to reach a tele¬ 
phone, David was told to shut 
up until we reached one. We 
are all tired and drained. The 
last two days have told on us, 
what with being lost and the 
mare almost dying on us, and 
today we have 44 miles to go 
before we reach the outskirts 
of Blackfoot and get off the 
reservation. 

We kept on and finally 
could see the town lying on a 
flat plain at the bottom of the 
road. The road wound round 
and round but if we tried to 
cut straight across, the ravines 
were too steep for us to nego¬ 
tiate. Finally we hit a paved 
road, crossed the Blackfoot 
river and began to see houses 
again. We did our usual check 
of the possibilities and decid¬ 
ed to try our luck on the right 
where we could see a herd of 
nice looking horses. We rode 








down a long drive and were 
set on by a cloud of virulent 
mosquitoes that rose out of an 
irrigation ditch. We got into 
the yard and were greeted by 
several large black dogs 
which looked very menacing. 
1 was about to suggest we try 
somewhere else when a nice 
young man came out of the 
house and welcomed us. We 
settled the horses in a small 
paddock and were taken in 
and introduced to the Butler 
family. We explained our trip 
and our past three days. On 
learning where we had spent 
the previous night the Butlers 
exclaimed that the ranch in 
question belonged to their 
aunt and uncle. At which 
point a car drew up outside 
and in walked said aunt and 
uncle. We explained we were 
the people who had depleted 
their water supply, but as it 
turned out they hadn't been 
home but were only just then 
on their way. We were tired 
and ate dinner and decided to 
call it a day. This was the 
longest ride we have made, 
about 45 miles in all. Surpris¬ 
ingly we are not stiff or sore 
any more, and only the lack of 
something to drink made it 
exhausting. 

1 asked for the telephone 
and confronted David with 
his decision to go home. 1 rang 
my husband at home but he 
was not there, so David got a 
reprieve until tomorrow. 

August 16—Got up late. 
The whole sky was overcast— 
it was the smoke from the ter¬ 
rible fires in Oregon. We were 
heading right for them. 

The Butlers were in the 
middle of haying and we de¬ 
cided on a rest day. I had to 
arrange to get David home 
and we all needed to recover a 
little. Brian doesn't seem as 
tired, and went off happily 
with the boys to help with the 
hay. He should make a first- 
class farmer by the time we 
get back. Went into town and 
bought new foam pads for the 
horses' backs. We have had no 
recurrence of our troubles 
since we have kept four inches 
of foam on all the horses. Got 
some more food to carry with 
us and, most importantly, two 
new canteens. The local TV 


station came out and did a 
lengthy interview, as did the 
newspaper. The TV film ap¬ 
parently didn't come out too 
well so they came back in the 
afternoon to retake it. 

From here we have two al¬ 
ternatives. Either we can fol¬ 
low the Snake River and stay 
where we know there is water, 
or we can cut across the desert 
and follow another road along 
the edge of the mountains. 
The second route is shorter 
and if we are to reach Oregon 
before school starts I think we 
shall have to consider that 
route. The biggest drawback is 
that we have 60 miles of 
desert before we reach any 
water. Woodrow Butler came 
up with the thought that there 
would be an auction the next 
day, and if we waited another 
day someone was bound to 
come with cattle to sell and 
they would undoubtedly give 
us a lift over the really barren 
desert on their way home. We 
decided to give this plan a 
chance. 

August 17—In the morn¬ 
ing, Woodrow, David (who 
has now decided that he 
should stick it out under 
threat of instant deportation if 
he cries again), and I went to 
the auction. We were in¬ 
trigued with the whole opera¬ 
tion. 1 wanted to bid on the 
sheep dog who worked all 
morning herding the sheep in 
and out of the auction pen. He 
would chase them in and then 
run over the backs of the 
sheep to reach the reluctant 
ones at the front who would 
not go through the door. I had 
never seen a dog work like 
this one. At one point a large 
Charolais bull in the arena de¬ 
cided he was lonely and tried 
to leap out through the auc¬ 
tioneer's booth. He wound up 
hung over the counter almost 
in the auctioneer's lap. We all 
agreed that this was by far the 
best part of the whole pro¬ 
ceedings. 

We met several local ranch¬ 
ers and cattlemen and made 
arrangements to get a lift 
across to Arco in the late after¬ 
noon. We loaded the horses 
into the back of the cattle truck 
and were driven across the 
most desolate stretch of coun¬ 


try that we have seen so far. 
The only sign of life is an 
atomic testing site in the mid¬ 
dle of a vast barren plain. We 
found a place for the horses at 
an Arabian breeding farm in 
Arco that is run by the town 
doctor. He was getting ready 
to go to the International Ara¬ 
bian show and was very busy, 
so we walked down to the 
town cafe and had dinner and 
decided to treat ourselves to a 
motel room for a change. Ac¬ 
tually we wanted to see the 
TV coverage of our trip on the 
10 o'clock news. 

August 18—Set out in good 
time. We have another long 
trip ahead of us, the next town 
being 40 miles away. We rode 
all morning through a weird 
landscape of volcanic rock 
which stretches out across the 
plain. The Craters of the Moon 
National Monument is like 
something out of a science fic¬ 
tion movie, nothing but black 
rock and twisted formations 
as far as the eye can see. Luck¬ 
ily for us there is a splendid 
park headquarters and the 
rangers had seen our televi¬ 
sion program and were conse¬ 
quently expecting us. After 
they brought us buckets of 
water for the horses, we ate 
our lunch and spent a little 
time in the museum. We gave 
a small child belonging to a 
park ranger a ride on Bee Gee 
and had a hard time getting 
him off again. We then rode 
on towards the next town 
which seemed to be a great 
distance. When there is noth¬ 
ing but rock to look at it gets 
pretty tiresome. And it was 
another very hot day. We 
passed one little lake and 
thought seriously about camp¬ 
ing there but decided we 
might as well push on to the 
town. We reached a ranch out¬ 
side the town and stopped to 
ask if we could stay, but on 
talking with the people dis¬ 
covered that the local rodeo 
was to be held that night, and 
we only had another four 
miles to go and that persuad¬ 
ed us to push on. We arrived 
at the rodeo grounds and found 
stalls for the horses beside a 
group of 4-H horses and ani¬ 
mals. We were asked to ride 
into the arena and were intro¬ 


duced over the loudspeaker. 
The horses behaved very well 
as we took a lap around the 
arena and didn't seem to 
mind the applause too much. 
The mare was a little spooked 
but she stayed with Bee Gee 
and Jim so it went well. We 
watched some of the events 
and then went down to the lo¬ 
cal cafe for dinner. We slept in 
the barns with the horses and 
a couple of 4-H goats. 

August 19—We got up ear¬ 
ly and went off to get break¬ 
fast at the cafe. While we were 
tacking up to leave the 4-H 
kids were also packing up. 
One family was having a hard 
time getting their two horses 
loaded so we got out our 
trusty ropes and went to their 
aid. We are quite expert at get¬ 
ting horses into anything at 
this point. The family was 
very grateful and offered to 
buy us breakfast. We said that 
we had just eaten and started 
out on our trip. We had only 
gone about five miles when a 
car pulled up behind us and it 
was the mother of our new 
friends. She said that they had 
been talking it over and they 
wanted us to spend the night 
with them. They didn't live on 
our route but they suggested a 
place for us to put the horses 
for the night, in fact the only 
place we would find for 30 
miles or so, and then they 
would come and fetch us and 
take us up to their home. This 
sounded like a good idea so 
we rode on. 

We stopped at a little town 
called Picabo (pronounced 
Peek-a-Boo) which enchanted 
us. It had an old fashioned 
general store that sold every¬ 
thing under the sun. We wast¬ 
ed a good deal of time there. 
Again we are struck by what 
can be done with the desert 
land if it is irrigated. There are 
some irrigation projects here 
and it makes so much differ¬ 
ence. We finally reached 
Moonstone Lodge where we 
would leave the horses. It is 
an immense project to create a 
resort in the desert and repre¬ 
sents an investment of about 3 
million dollars. The lodge has 
corrals in which we settled the 
horses very comfortably with 
lots of good alfalfa hay. The 











Schmidts were on hand to 
take us back to their house 
which is up near Sun Valley. 
We wished we had time to ex¬ 
plore this country more. We 
spent a pleasant evening, did 
the wash and called Bernie 
back in Nebraska to tell him 
we were approaching the end 
and to arrange for him to 
come out and pick us up from 
Oregon and take us back to 
Lisco. It really seems like a 
dream at this point. We have 
been going so long and we are 
within reach of our goal bar¬ 
ring any dreadful accident. 
We are tough and fit and the 
horses are in fine shape. 

August 20—The Schmidts 
drove us back to the horses 
and we set off again. Still very 
desolate country, a long wide 
valley called the Camas Prairie. 
We saw a couple of historical 
markers telling of Indian wars 
with the Bannock Indians who 
fought the encroachment of 
the pioneers. Only a hundred 
years ago this was still open 
land, peopled by the hunting 
parties of the Indians. 

In the middle of the after¬ 
noon the mare lost half a shoe. 
We tried to get the other piece 
off so that she wouldn't injure 
her foot. She is a pain to work 
with as she kicks wildly and 
won't let you pick up her feet. 
We did manage, with the help 
of a rancher who stopped off 
to lend a hand. He promised 
to go into the next town and 
see if he could locate a black¬ 
smith. We rode on into Fair- 
field and eventually found out 
about a blacksmith who 
would be home from his job 
that evening. We settled the 
horses in the railroad stock- 
yards and wandered around 
until evening. We got the mare 
shod after a fashion, the 
young man really did not 
have too much experience and 
she is difficult to shoe anyway. 
I just hope it will be all right. 
Perhaps Brian could have 
done a better job. We slept out 
on the loading dock of the 
stockyards hoping no trains 
would come by in the night. 
There was a small park in 
town but the stockyards 
looked just as inviting and we 
stayed close to the horses. 


August 21—Went to the 
cafe for breakfast and ran into 
a group of young men from 
New York who have come all 
the way through Canada on 
bicycles. Three of them passed 
us yesterday and had stopped 
to chat. They make an average 
of 80 miles a day, but the three 
in front are trying for 100 a 
day. We sat for a while and 
compared notes. Their worst 
enemy is headwinds—we are 
not sure what our worst ene¬ 
my is. We all feel differently 
about it. We got started and 
rode along being passed by 
the bicyclists after a few miles. 
We exchanged good luck shouts 
and then they were gone. We 
had a real feeling of fellow¬ 
ship for them, and they for us. 

There was a small town 
called Hill City at the end of 
the valley where we stopped 
at the little store for lunch. An 
honest to goodness hitching 
rack out front of the store was 
put to use immediately. We 
talked to the young girl in the 
store because the map did not 
show anything at all for the 
next 40 miles. She said that 
there were a couple of ranches 
at about ten miles distance, 
and a reservoir about 20 miles 
where she "thought" there 
was a ranch. It looked like a 
long ride, but we decided to 
really push for the reservoir. 

We reached it at about 6:00 
p.m. but it was two miles off 
to the right of the road and 
there was nothing in the way 
of a corral. It seemed a pretty 


poor bet. One of our maps 
showed a little place called 
Toll Gate about another 12 
miles further on. Brian want¬ 
ed to push on, he is anti-camp¬ 
ing at this point. I thought we 
should stay at least where 
there was some water for the 
horses. We had about three 
hours of daylight left. The 
sign post said Toll Gate 15 
miles, a four-hour ride at the 
rate we go. We decided finally 
to ride on. David wasn't too 
keen but gave in. We really 
pushed. We'd trot a mile then 
walk a mile then trot again. 
The road was winding and 
narrow through the hills and 
there were quite a few cars. It 
got dark at about 9 and we 
hurried on trying to get off the 
road as much as possible as 
everyone drives at a great rate 
of speed out here and they 
wouldn't see us very clearly 
on the sides of the roads. At 
about 10 we came round a cor¬ 
ner to find Toll Gate, which 
consisted of a cafe by the side 
of the road. It was closed. 
There was a light on, however, 
and I beat on the door until a 
gruff-sounding man came out 
and wanted to know what 
was so "darned important 
that I was knocking the door 
down." We explained. The en¬ 
tire population of Toll Gate 
(Harold and Gladys Ritter- 
bush and Ray Eastwood) took 
us under their wings. There 
was an old broken-down cor¬ 
ral across the road and we tied 
the horses in that hoping it 


would keep them safe. We 
were asked into the cafe and 
they whipped up a great din¬ 
ner for us. We put our sleep¬ 
ing bags out on the porch and 
were told to get up early be¬ 
cause the logging trucks stop 
off for coffee at 7 a.m. The pro¬ 
prietor offered us a hot show¬ 
er which we all took advan¬ 
tage of and fell into bed at 
about 11 having traveled at 
least 44 miles 

August 22—We were told 
of another short cut we could 
take, not on trails but on well 
defined dirt roads. We decid¬ 
ed to take it. We rode down 
out of the hills again and out 
onto the wide Snake River 
plain. Across the plain we 
could see more mountains. It 
was finally Oregon. We knew 
we were going to make it! We 
followed the map carefully 
but there are all sorts of roads 
that aren't on it and it looked 
as if we were lost again. Lucki¬ 
ly we ran into some road build¬ 
ing crews and they straight¬ 
ened us out just as Brian was 
saying hysterically "told you 
so." We headed for the Inter¬ 
state that runs towards Boise, 
because there is a Stuckey's 
store at one point and we 
knew we could get water 
there. We had a long hot, dry 
ride through the desert. 

At one point David looked 
at the vast expanse of sage¬ 
brush and wanted to know 
where the desert was. I think 
he imagines deserts all to be 
like the ones in Lawrence of

Arabia. We carefully explained 
that we were in the middle of 
the desert. Poor David, we 
tease him unmercifully and 
now we have another '"funny" 
to confront him with. We got 
to the Stuckey's store and got 
the horses watered. We talked 
to the owners and they were 
very anxious for us to stay. It 
was about 5:30 and the next 
stop was another seven miles 
away. There was a corral for 
the horses. Because the owner 
had just sold her horse, there 
was feed, salt and everything 
a horse needed to keep him 
happy. We decided to stay. A 
large truck carrying alfalfa 
had caught fire that morning 
on the interstate not too far 
away and one of the local boys 
helping out at the gas pumps 
went off with Brian to see if 
they could retrieve a bale or 
two. They were successful. 

We had made arrange¬ 
ments to say in Boise with a 
sister of the Vaseys whom we 
had stayed with in Cozad, Ne- 
br. To scout out the best route 
into town our new friend 
loaded me into the car and we 
went to check. It seemed that 
if we could only get onto the 
side of the interstate and ride 
for two exits without being 
thrown off we could then skirt 
round the edge of the airport 
and reach Boise with little 
trouble. The only snag was 
getting onto the interstate. 
There were cattle guards and 


no wire gates to get 
through. We pondered 
this for some time. Deb¬ 
bie thought that if we 
took a large piece of ply¬ 
wood and laid it over the 
cattle guard we could 
persuade the horses to 
go over it. Nice idea. But 
the plywood in question 
must have weighed 
about 200 pounds. We 
hit upon the idea of 
heavy cardboard boxes 
flattened out. It should 
work. We planned to get 
on from the Stuckey's 
entrance. Debbie would 
then drive the cardboard 
down to the exit we 
would get off from and 
leave it there for us. 

August 23—We got 
the horses over the card¬ 
board although the stupid 
mare walked right over the 
rails and nearly got herself 
stuck. Off we rode headed for 
Boise. We got off the interstate 
and found our piece of card¬ 
board under the sagebrush 
where Debbie had left it. Put it 
over the cattle guard and rode 
out. A jeep went by as we 
were doing this and we got 
the strangest look. 

We rode on into the out¬ 
skirts of Boise and headed for 
our next stopping place. The 
people we were to stay with 
were out of town but they had 
made arrangements for the 
horses with their neighbors 
and had said we could stay in 
their house with the babysitter 
and their children. As we rode 
on I began to wonder if they 
realized that we were on 
horseback as we were headed 
right into the middle of town. 
Boise, however, is very horse- 
minded, and there are pastures 
and bams all through the city. 
The mare now has gone lame. 
She walks sound but when 
trotting she is quite lame. It 
must be a nail prick or some¬ 
thing the blacksmith did. We 
are so close now it would be 
terrible to be defeated at this 
point. We reached our destina¬ 
tion and settled the horses in¬ 
to a nice little paddock with 
an irrigation ditch running 
through it. 

Boise is greener than Mary¬ 
land, thanks to the irrigation 


systems. The whole town is 
criss-crossed with running 
water. People dam up the 
stream and flood their lawns 
and gardens once a week. It is 
like an oasis after what we 
have been traveling through. I 
borrowed the babysitter's VW 
and went off to the local 
equine veterinary center. Met 
a charming vet and his wife 
who actually is a dressage en¬ 
thusiast, of all things. I ex¬ 
plained about the mare and 
what I suspected and he gave 
me a shot of long-acting peni¬ 
cillin to give her, in case of an 
infected hoof and some Buta- 
zolidin to give her to keep her 
sound for another two days or 
so. We also found a black¬ 
smith and he drew a suspect 
nail out. We will rest one day 
now to see if we can get her 
sound again. We only have 
two more days to ride. 

August 24—The local TV 
stations got wind of us and we 
had two interviews. We talked 
on the phone to our hosts who 
hoped to be back to meet us 
tonight. They arrived after 
everyone was asleep and find¬ 
ing every available bed occu¬ 
pied went to bed themselves 
in their small boys' room. I 
heard something wandering 
around and thought it was 
one of the little boys and went 
to investigate only to find a 
strange man and woman in 
bed in the kids' room. We all 
got an attack of the giggles at 
this and introduced ourselves. 

August 25—Set off again 
hoping that the mare would 
hold out. We headed for Cald¬ 
well where we had an invita¬ 
tion to stay with a friend of a 
friend. Got through the day but 
the mare is still not really sound. 
I hate to push on with a horse 
that does not belong to us. 

Again we are staying in the 
middle of a city, but at a lovely 
house with three large pad- 
docks and some lovely horses. 
The Moores immediately called 
their blacksmith who is appar¬ 
ently really good. He has 
promised to come first thing 
in the morning. We had been 
in touch with Horse Play and 
they want to send "our" pho¬ 
tographer out to spend the fi¬ 
nal day with us. I gave our 


schedule to Nancy Boyce and 
she said that Skip would fly 
out to Boise, rent a car and 
come and find us. We decided 
to call Skip at the Holiday Inn 
to let him know where we 
were. Panic set in. None of us 
could remember Skip's real 
name. I called the Holiday Inn 
on the off chance of the girl be¬ 
ing able to check for a reserva¬ 
tion from Baltimore, Md. She 
thought I was crazy. I did re¬ 
member that Nancy had said 
that they would reserve an 
Avis car for Skip at the airport, 
so on the off chance of being 
able to trace him this way, 
called Avis and asked if they 
had a car reserved for some¬ 
one on the 10:30 flight that 
evening. They had and we 
asked for the name and were 
told "A Mr. Ball." "That's it," 
said Brian. "That's Skip." 
Eventually Skip got the mes¬ 
sage and called us.

Backstretch Scholarship Program awards 
record total of $21,000

A. record total of $21,000 
was distributed among eight 
recipients in the 2000 Back- 
stretch Scholarship Program. 

The program's primary 
sponsors are the Maryland 
Racing Media Association 
(formerly known as the Mary¬ 
land Racing Writers' Associa¬ 
tion), Maryland Thoroughbred 
Horsemen's Association and 
Maryland Horsemen's Assis¬ 
tance Fund. Additional contri¬ 
butions came from Milton P. 
Higgins III and an anony¬ 
mous donor. 

Scholarships were present¬ 
ed at the MRMA's annual 
Crab Feast, held October 6 at 
Pimlico race course. 

Heading the list of recipi¬ 
ents was Larkspur Carroll, 
who is rapidly becoming the 
program's poster child. She 
received a check for $4,000 in 
1999, and this year was 
awarded $6,000. An exercise 
rider for Scott Regan, Carroll 
is a 20-year-old junior at the 
University of Maryland at 
College Park majoring in bio¬ 
logical sciences. In her college 
career she has earned nothing 
but As. She's studying to be¬ 
come a veterinarian. 

Regan, who's trained horses 
for 25 years, stated in his letter 
of recommendation: "In all of 
those years I have never had 
an employee with the dedica¬ 


tion to both work and school 
that Larkspur Carroll has. . . 
Her determination to succeed 
is unprecedented. 

"Last year Miss Carroll 
won the highest scholarship 
given, and as you can see by 
her resume she did everything 
in her power to set an example 
to others as to the kind of 
work ethic it takes to be the 
best... With all due respect to 
the other applicants. Larkspur 
has raised the bar to new 
heights and shows no signs of 
letting up. Simply put, she is 
the Michael Jordan of award 
winners." 

The Backstretch Scholar¬ 
ship Program does not usually 
award scholarships to stu¬ 
dents just starting college, pre¬ 
ferring instead to assist stu¬ 
dents with a proven track 
record. But a $4,000 exception 
was made for Sarah Cockran. 
An 18-year-old former exer¬ 
cise rider for Michelle Sharp, 
Cockran attends Midway Col¬ 
lege in Kentucky, majoring in 
equine management. 

She took riding lessons as a 
girl, and then, at 16, approached 
the stable gate at Laurel Park 
and asked whether she could 
get a job. Sharp hired her and, 
in Cockran's words, "has be¬ 
come like a mother to me." 

Wrote Sharp: "Sarah was 
quiet and shy, far from the 


outgoing person she has be¬ 
come. She possessed an un¬ 
usual ability to communicate 
with the most difficult horse... 
No job was ever too tough or 
not completed to the last de¬ 
tail. .. At age 18, Sarah has the 
capacity to run my shedrow of 
12 horses at Laurel Park better 
than anyone who has ever 
worked for me. Her genuine 
love of the horse and the sport 
as well as her dedication is un¬ 
surpassed." 

Cockran earned a 3.59 
grade point average at Long 
Reach High School in Colum¬ 
bia. During her senior year she 


served a mentorship with vet¬ 
erinarian Bob Vallance. Strug¬ 
gling to meet expenses at Mid¬ 
way College, Cockran has 
combined part-time work on a 
Kentucky farm, partial schol¬ 
arship, financial aid and two 
school loans. She hopes to set¬ 
tle in Maryland and train 
Thoroughbreds or work on a 
breeding farm, and someday 
to own a farm where she can 
breed horses and provide 
homes for retired race horses. 

Deborah C. Prouty, 27, be¬ 
came the first three-time recip¬ 
ient of a backstretch scholar- 
continiied on next page 
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ship. A third-year physical 
therapy student at the Univer¬ 
sity of Maryland in Baltimore, 
Prouty received $3,000. 

She worked as an exercise 
rider for Grover (Bud) Delp 
but now is fulfilling a clinical 
requirement of her graduate 
program by serving as an in¬ 
tern at Northern Navajo Med¬ 
ical Center in Shiprock, N. 
Mex., paying all her expenses 
herself. Despite the rigors of 
her physical therapy program, 
Prouty boasts a 3.53 grade- 
point average. 

Marcus Assia, 27, Leigh E. 
Offutt, 20, and June A. Lom¬ 
bardi, 25, received grants of 
$2,000 apiece. 

An exercise rider for James 
W. Murphy, Assia is a former 
jockey enrolled in the master's 
program in business manage¬ 
ment at Georgetown Universi¬ 
ty. After graduating from the 
University of Maryland at 
College Park in 1996 with an 
accounting degree and 3.25 
grade point average, Assia 
worked as an accountant and 
galloped horses at Laurel Park 
until returning to graduate 
school this fall. He hopes to 
land a position in investment 
banking. 

Offutt worked as an exer¬ 
cise rider for H. Graham Mo¬ 
tion and has traveled through¬ 
out North America and 
Europe as the leading female 
in the Amateur Riders Club of 
America. She launched her ca¬ 
reer on horseback at 8, racing 
ponies at point-to-point meets, 
eventually winning the Junior 
Governors Cup Award. She 
started working for Christy 
Clagett on Larking Hill Farm 
at 14, and for Graham at 16. 

Offutt studies biology at 
the University of Virginia, 


sports a 2.6 grade point aver¬ 
age, trains her own horse (a 2- 
year-old due to start by 
Christmas) and gallops horses 
on the weekends at Colonial 
Downs. Although not sure of 
her career path, Offutt says 
she believes it will lead back 
to the track. 

"I've been drawn to horses 
all my life," she says. "If you 
ask my parents they'll tell you 
I'm not going anywhere but 
the race track." 

Lombardi receives her sec¬ 
ond $2,000 scholarship from 
the MRMA. A free-lance exer¬ 
cise rider at Laurel Park, she 
also works in the track gift 
shop and Premier Player 
booth as well as for the public 
relations department in Pony 
Pals and other promotions. 

A student of Eastern Euro¬ 
pean history and education 
with a 3.5 grade point aver¬ 
age, Lombardi attends classes 
at both the University of 
Maryland and George Wash¬ 
ington University. After re¬ 
ceiving her scholarship last 
year, she spent the summer in 
the Czech Republic studying 
at Charles University in Prague, 
working as part-time editor of 
a computer company, travel¬ 
ing and galloping horses for 
the Czech trainer Martina 
Ruzickova. She wants to be¬ 
come a high school teacher. 

Chamisa Ann Marie Good¬ 
win, 22, and Stanton M. Salter, 
25, received scholarships of 
$1,000 apiece. 

Goodwin works as a stable 
hand for Lester Rao and stud¬ 
ies kinesiology (human mo¬ 
tion) at the University of 
Maryland at College Park.

TBANJ board okays 
2005 Newjersey Stallion Stakes 


T iie Board of Trustees of the Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Association of New Jersey 
approved a proposal to establish a New 
Jersey Stallion Stakes with a proposed value 
of $150,000 to $300,000, to be run at Monmouth 
Park in 2005. 

The proposal was developed by TBANJ executive 
director Jack DuArte and will apply to all stallions 
standing in Newjersey in 2001. Foals born from 
2001 matings will compete in the race as 3-year-olds. 

“I feel this is a great day for Thoroughbred 
breeding in Newjersey,” commented DuArte. “The 
board’s decision means that Newjersey will finally 
start becoming competitive with a number of 
programs in neighboring states. The stallion stakes 
gives our breeders something to shoot for besides the 
Newjersey Futurity, a race they actually pay for.” 

Approximately 200 foals were sired by Newjersey 
sires in 2000, but the announcement of the stallion 
stakes is expected to increase that number. 

“We are hoping that the timing of the 
announcement will give our breeders and breeders in 
neighboring states an opportunity to consider 


breeding to a Newjersey stallion next year,” added 
Joe Jennings, a TBANJ board member and proprietor 
of Walnford Stud, New Jersey’s leading stallion 
operation. “I’ve already had calls from breeders in 
Virginia, Pennsylvania and Maryland who heard the 
news through the grapevine.” 

Present plans call for the possibility of dividing 
the stallion stakes between colts and fillies or simply 
running a single race for the opening event. “The 
quality and number of foals will dictate as to 
whether the race will be split or not,” said incoming 
TBANJ president John Perrotta. “If there are enough 
good horses to split the race, then it probably will be 
done.” 

Funding for the Newjersey Stallion Stakes will 
come from several sources. A race sponsor will 
provide a portion of the purse money, while 
Monmouth Park and the state’s contributions will 
cover the remainder. Total purse monies will be 
decided based on actual funds available at the time 
of the race.

Newjersey yearlings exceed 
average at Eastern Fall sale 


B olstered by an outstanding dark bay 

yearling Two Punch filly consigned by 
Christine Connelly’s Bright View Farm, the 
average price for New Jersey-bred yearlings 
topped the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale average by a significant amount. 

The average for the ten New Jersey-bred yearlings 
sold tabulated out at $26, 850 per horse, against the 
overall auction average of $19, 946 during the 


October 2 to 4 sale at the Timonium Sales Pavilion . 
The sale was the largest in recent memory, with 802 
yearlings catalogued. 

The strapping Two Punch filly brought a final 
bid of $100,000 from Susan Metcalf Moore, an 
owner/breeder and member of the TBANJ. Even 
though the filly is a late (May 18) foal, observers at 
the sale felt that she was an excellent physical 
specimen and mature for her age.

I Wild Again, brought a final bid of $230,000 on 
I September 13, the first day of the Keeneland 
ptember Yearling sale. 

The yearling colt was bred in New Jersey by 
attorney Dennis A. Drazin and was produced by 
Drazin’s stakes-winning and multiple stakes- 
producing mare Northern Style by Ack Ack. 

The colt had been consigned to the Keeneland 
July Yearling sale where Drazin bought him back. 

“If you have a horse in the select sale and he isn’t 
flashy or doesn’t have an outstanding pedigree, there 
is sometimes a potential for being overlooked,” 


Drazin commented from his home in Red Bank. “I 
knew if I reentered Justy Wild in the September sale 
he would get the attention he deserved. All in all, he 
is a beautiful colt who brought what I had hoped for 
the second time around.” 

Northern Style produced multiple graded stakes 
winner Stylish Star, winner of six races including the 
Del Mar Oaks-G3 and Dahlia Handicap-G3. 

Stylish Star also was runner-up in the Gamely 
Handicap-Gl and Palomar Handicap-G2, and 
amassed career earnings of $481,250. Northern Style 
is also the dam of a trio of stakes-placed horses who 
add significant weight to the pedigree.

The 
theme was the use of alternative or 
complementary therapies in equine veterinary 
medicine. Over 80 people attended the meeting from 
the United States, Europe, Asia and South America. 
The weekend session of scientific presentations 
ended Tuesday at the Rutgers University Equine 
Exercise Physiology Lab, with hands-on 
demonstrations of a variety of treatments, including 
ultrasound, laser and the use of thermography as a 
diagnostic tool. 

The use of alternative therapies in equine 
veterinary medicine has been controversial in recent 
years, primarily because research utilizing horses to 
validate claims made for the positive effects of 
therapeutic modalities has been scant. This is 
changing, however, as veterinarians and researchers 
recognize the interest horse owners have in this 
technology. 

Dr. Tracy Turner presented an interesting paper 
from the University of Minnesota, about the thermal 
effects of topical therapy on lower limbs of normal 
horses. Horse owners often forget the wonders of 
simple treatments such as the application of cold 
and heat. 

Cold is used to retard swelling by 
vasoconstriction, decrease tissue metabolism and 
also serve as an analgesic. Cold is often applied to 
acute injuries within the first 24 to 48 hours to 
decrease inflammation. Heat increases tissue 
temperature, causes vasodilation and increases the 
number of beneficial white blood cells at the site of 
injury. A disadvantage of heat is that, because of 
vasodilation, there is increased edema and toxin 
absorption. Heat is often utilized after 48 hours 


post-injury to speed healing. Both cold and heat 
application have been implicated in reflex 
vasodilation known as the hunting reaction. It is 
because of this vasodilatory phenomenon that the 
application of a compressive wrap to the treated leg 
is recommended. 

One interesting aspect of Dr. Turner’s study is 
that the application of a cold gel wrap to the dorsal 
metacarpus of the horse resulted in a sustained 
cooling effect for 3 hours. Also, reflex vasodilation 
did not occur, reducing the need for an immediate 
application of a compression bandage to the leg. A 
compression bandage post-heat therapy was still 
recommended. 

Due to the overwhelming interest in 
thermography. Dr. Tracy Turner will be a featured 
speaker at our February 18, 2001, horse management 
seminar to be held on the Cook College campus. 

I would like to extend an invitation to New Jersey 
Thoroughbred breeders, owners and trainers to the 
Annual Equine Research Update and Open House, 
sponsored by the Department of Animal Sciences 
and the Rutgers University Board for Equine 
Advancement. Presented will be summaries of the 
past year's equine research conducted at the 
university followed by a reception at the equine 
research facilities. Topics will include a discussion of 
chronic administration of clenbuterol on a variety of 
physiological parameters including aerobic 
performance, cardiac function and immune 
response. The “Update” begins at 3 p.m. on Saturday, 
December 9, at the Cook College Campus Center.

N ow that IVe had some time to 

contemplate Governor Whitman’s 
incredible decision to veto the long- 
awaited OTB legislation, I feel it is time 
for all of our members to become more involved in 
determining New Jersey’s next political leader. 

For Thoroughbred breeders and owners, New 
Jersey’s November 2001 election will be the most 
critical in our history, for the very basis for our 
existence will be at stake. When Whitman took office 
several years ago she was considered a pro-horse 
governor. It was entirely plausible that her tenure 
could have provided her a treasured niche in New 
Jersey equine history. 

Sadly, her recent actions in conditionally vetoing 
the OTB legislation have proven her to be a weak 
leader and most definitely no friend to horse 
breeders or horsemen in general. 

Her veto also casts a doubt in my mind as to her 
sincerity regarding green acres activities, since her 
veto immediately affects a number of small breeders 
who desperately needed the financial shot in the arm 
the OTB legislation would have provided. Didn’t 
Whitman realize that these small farms are the prize 
properties real estate developers are coveting 
throughout the state? 

What is at hand at this moment is the future of 
Thoroughbred breeding in the state of New Jersey. 

Next year, we will elect a new governor, a person 
who will have another opportunity to take steps to 
ensure the future of our Thoroughbred programs 
and future. 


So far two frontrunners have emerged, a 
Republican and a Democrat, in the next 
gubernatorial election. From the Republican side. 
Senate President Donald T. De Francesco has 
assured Thoroughbred industry representatives that 
he is committed to the OTB legislation. His only 
opponent, Jersey City Mayor Bret Schundler, has not 
commented on the matter at this time. 

On the Democratic side, charismatic Jim 
McGreevey is the frontrunner. McGreevey is 
definitely pro-racing and pro-OTB, so the decision 
appears to be cut and dry. Both candidates appear 
to be horse racing proponents and horse industry 
advocates in general. All seems so simple. 

Maybe not so simple if you recall Christine 
Whitman. Her uncle was a respected horseman (a 
stakes race, the Grade 3 Reeve Schley Jr. Memorial, 
is named after him at Monmouth Park) and she 
was definitely pro-racing until her recent actions 
proved otherwise. 

We must all assume nothing and at the same time 
challenge all candidates to back up their beliefs. The 
TBANJ will assist fundraisers for all candidates who 
support our needs, and we will need every 
association member’s help. 

When you are called, please step to the fore and 
be counted. Give to these candidates as your means 
allows, but work actively for the candidacy of the 
person you choose to support. It is the only way we 
can be assured that there will be a live racing 
industry to support in New Jersey’s future.

Sea of Tranquility 
wins in Kentucky 

C onsistent New Jersey-bred Sea of Tranquility 
established himself as one of the top New Jersey 
runners in current competition when he defeated a 
top field in the $75,000-guaranteed Marfa Stakes on 
September 23 at Turfway Park (pictured below). Sea of 
Tranquility is out of the 10-year-old mare Bonkey, a 
daughter of the successful broodmare sire Fit to Fight. 

It was Sea of Tranquility’s third victory in his last 
four starts and pushed his career earnings to 
$228,952. Sea of Tranquility is a son of Heff 
(Alydar—Extra Alarm, by Blazing Count), who 
currently stands at William Purdey’s Greenfields in 



Colts Neck. Heff has five crops on the ground and 
has accounted for two stakes winners. 

Sea of Tranquility’s breeder Dennis Drazin is a 
prominent New Jersey attorney who is active as both 
an owner and breeder in his home state. He 
purchased Heff as a yearling at Saratoga and raced 
him until the colt suffered a suspensory problem 
that shortened his racing career. 

Heff sired Grade 3 Sorority winner Unkie and 
Alley and also the multiple winner Hefferius, who 
was highly successful this past meet at Monmouth 
Park. Heff was bred to more than 20 mares in 2000 
and will stand the 2001 season again at Greenfields. 

Eleven North scores 
at Meadowlands 

G erald F. Sleeter’s remarkably consistent race 
mare Eleven North (see October TBANJ 
newsletter for profile) scored her second open stakes 
victory of the year when she easily defeated five rivals 
in the tenth running of the Luvinheriseasy Stakes on 
September 30 at the Meadowlands. 

Sleeter’s wife Carolyn bred the 6-year-old 
chestnut daughter of Northern Idol—Image’s Image, 
by Better Arbi tor, in New Jersey. Eleven North 
traversed the six furlongs of the Luvinheriseasy in 
1:09% and pushed her lifetime earnings to $411,255.

Pennsylvania-breds dominated the 
card at Penn National on Friday, Sep' 
tember 1, winning the first seven races 
on the ten-race program. No PA-hreds 
competed in the final three races. More 
and more, PA-hreds are finding their 
way to the starting gate and then to the 
winner’s circle. It’s a great testament to 
the success of the PA program in sup' 
porting live racing in the state.

Augustin Stable’s Lord Zada, winner 
of the mile and one^half Bensalem 
Handicap at Philadelphia Park in 1999 
and again this past June, has made a 
successful transition to steeplechasing. 
In the $50,000 Grabel Handicap'NSAZ 
at two and an eighth miles over hurdles 
at Kentucky Downs on September 23, 
the 7'year'old Lord Avie gelding coast' 
ed to an easy three4ength win while 
setting a new course record. The rookie 
jumper has now earned just shy of 
$300,000, with a broad future ahead in 
his career-extending move.

On the same card at Kentucky Downs, 
George Strawhridge Jr.’s Crowd Pleaser 
was beaten a head in the $300,000 Ken^ 
tucky Cup Turf Handicap after a stretch' 
long duel with eventual winner Down 
the Aisle. Crowd Pleaser, champion PA' 
bred 3'year'old colt two years back, was 
making just his third start of the season, 
and his $60,000 share of the purse boost' 
ed his lifetime earnings to $560,711. 

Upstart Sly Ole Buck surprised a steL 
lar field in the $50,000 Lyman Sprint 
Championship on October 7 at Phila' 
delphia Park to register his third win in

He was an indefatigable race horse, a 
sprinter who made 123 starts over eight 
seasons, winning or placing in no fewer 
than 33 of those tries. He won the 1985 
Danzig Stakes at Penn National, placed 
in three other stakes, and earned 
$165,252 for Puleo, his proud breeder. 

Standing at Puleo’s Triple T Farm in 
Phoenixville, where he is mated each 
year to a small number of mares—most 
of them owned by Puleo himself—^Just 
Like Jo has compiled a stud record that 
compares favorably, albeit on a smaller 
scale, with many commercial sires. A 
full 20 percent of his runners are stakes 
performers — that is three of 1 5 starters. 
Nine of the 15 are winners. Among his 
best offspring are Just a Little Fran 
($61,594, Ivy S), The Beak ($25,545, 
Danzig S), Rags n Bones ($50,078, 3rd 
Captain My Captain S) and Just a Little 
Jo ($76,442). 

“Everyone knows that race horses are 
an addiction,” as Puleo describes it. 

Being a long'Successful breeder of 
PA'breds led naturally to Puleo’s in' 
volvement in the Pennsylvania Horse 
Breeders Association, and Puleo has 
served for 12 years as a member of the 
PHBA board of directors. He brings ex' 


tensive business background, as well as 
horse experience, to the role. 

A self'described workaholic, Puleo 
has made a fulLtime career in real estate 
since graduating from the Penn State 
College of Business in 1965, and is a 
partner in the Chester County real es' 
rate firm, Joseph A. Puleo & Sons, start' 
ed 60 years ago by his father. 

Puleo has a number of other business 
interests, running the gamut from apart' 
ment management, hotels and restau' 
rants to banking and restoration of old 
buildings. Currently, his major projects 
include the founding of a bank—First 
Cornerstone, in King of Prussia. He also 
is involved in the restoration of the 
Fountain Inn in Phoenixville, a historic 
landmark that is believed to have briefly 
served during the Revolutionary War as 
the headquarters of the British Army. 

Horses have been a big part of 
Puleo’s life since age 7, when his grand' 
father bought him his first pony. ShoW' 
ing was the only horse competition 
readily available to him until Penn Na' 
tional race track opened in 1972. At 
that time, he shifted his focus to racing, 
with George and Dona Albright serving 
as his first trainers.

Before long, Puleo took out his own 
trainer’s license, and at Penn National, 
in April 1978, he claimed the mare who 
would be the foundation of his present- 
day operation. Her name was Soggy, 
and she was anything but. 

A 1972 daughter of Rainy Lake and 
the Clem mare Princess Clem, Soggy was 
the kind of horse who didn’t mind run¬ 
ning her heart out for a $4,000 claiming 
tag, which is what Puleo paid to take 
her back to his stable after she won that 
day. And who can put a price on heart? 

Soggy eventually would retire with 
five wins and 19 seconds or thirds to her 
credit from 51 starts, over four seasons; 
her earnings from all that effort 
amounted to $33,441. 

In retrospect. Soggy’s immediate 
family is a working-class wonder. 
Princess Clem prcxluced 11 foals to race, 
and not a slackard (non-winner) among 
them. Seven of Princess Clem’s off¬ 
spring made 50 or more starts, and three 
went to the post 100 or more times. 

Adding more than a touch of class 
was Soggy’s half-brother Prince Valid 
(1979, by Valid Appeal), a four-time 
stakes winner of $313,949. 

Although most of that had yet to 
happen in 1978, Puleo had zeroed in on 
Soggy as a broodmare prospect the day 
he claimed her. 

“I was trying to breed a stakes win¬ 
ner,” he said. 

Having passed up an opportunity to 
buy a share in Northern Dancer—at the 
almost unbelievable price of $35,000— 
Puleo secured several seasons to the 
Kentucky stallion Run Dusty Run. 
From her second mating with that stal¬ 
lion, Soggy produced just Like jo. 

Puleo recalls nearly selling Soggy, 
with just Like jo in utero, at Keeneland. 
“But I changed my mind and bought her 
back at the last minute,” he said. “She 
had a kind way about her that made me 
not want to give her up.” 

Fueled partly by the success of Sog¬ 
gy’s descendants, Puleo currently is de¬ 
veloping an additional farm near the 
original Triple T in the Phoenixville/ 
Kimberton area. Together the two farms 
encompass about 60 acres. 

Puleo said his longtime farm manag¬ 
er Linda McKenzie Campbell does a su¬ 


perb job of running the farm operation, 
with minimal input from him on the 
day-to-day concerns. “Linda knows 
horses—it’s an addiction for her as 
well,” said Puleo. “She was bom in Eng¬ 
land, where her father was a trainer of 
high-class jumping horses.” 

At the present time, Puleo has five 
horses in training with the Philadelphia 
Park-based operation of Bill and Car¬ 
olyn Starritt, who have trained for him 
off and on for nearly 30 years. 

Puleo and his wife Patricia make 
their home in Charlestown Township, 
and have three daughters, all of whom 
are in their early to mid-20s. 

“A lot of people don’t realize how 
much effort goes into breeding and rac¬ 
ing horses,” said Puleo, who describes 
his time spent working with the PHBA 
board as “very enjoyable.” 

The Pennsylvania breeding industry 
has grown tremendously during the 
years that Puleo has been involved, and 
he notes there have been “some slight 
growing pains,” while observing, “that’s 
how growth is created.”

Heather Hunter dedicated 
to promoting PA program 


Why isn’t there a stampede of 
horsemen gathering to breed and race 
in Pennsylvania? That’s one of the mys^ 
teries Heather Hunter has been trying 
to solve during the year and a half that 
she’s served as PHBA secretary. 

“With approximately $10 million a 
year to distribute among breeders, own^ 
ers and stallion owners of PA'breds, the 
Pennsylvania Breeding Fund is one of 
the richest—and most overlooked 
—programs of its kind in the country,” 
says Hunter. “There are only about 800 
foals born in Pennsylvania each year, so 
that $10 million translates into some 
very generous awards. 

“The amount available, per foal, is 
$12,500,” she observes. 



Getting the word out about the PA 
Breeding Fund has become a mission for 
Hunter, a lifelong Pennsylvania horse^ 
woman and daughter of former PHBA 
board member Diana Donaldson. 

“My mother was very active and sup^ 
portive, and it seems only natural for me 
to follow in her footsteps,” says Hunter. 
“I like being a part of it; 1 believe in the 
program, and enjoy working for it and 
helping it grow.” 

When not campaigning for horse in-- 
dustry causes. Hunter devotes her time 
to the farm, or rather two farms, that 
she and her husband Tucker Hunter 
maintain in Chester County. 

Home is 85-acre Spinnaker Hill, 
where the Hunters primarily provide 
R&R to race horses off the track. 

Three miles away is their breeding 
operation. Upland Spring, where long¬ 
time leading PA stallion Nepal holds 
court. The Hunters keep about seven of

six starts this year. The son of Nepal was 
coming off a 12-length win in allow¬ 
ance company, and drew clear from a 
field that included Iron Punch 
($287,575), S W Clarence ($322,886), 
Penhead ($326,435) and Patchens Rose 
Bowl ($242,716). The winner was bred 
by Rich Gehrke and Jim McCreevy, 
and is owned and trained by PHBA 
president Bob Szeyller.

George and Leigh Herzberger’s first 
PA-bred stakes winner is Hunt Gold, a 
three and one-half-length winner of 
Penn National’s $20,000 New Look 
Stakes on September 29. It was the 
Texas City colt’s second win in four 
starts, and the $5,500 Timonium year¬ 
ling looks to be one of the early fa¬ 
vorites for the $50,000 Pennsylvania 
Futurity. The Herzbergers operate 
Heart Hill Farm in Cochranton, Craw¬ 
ford County, just south of Erie. 

History was made at Philadelphia 
Park on October 9 when the Bensalem 
track presented a pair of steeplechase 
races and offered pari-mutuel wagering 
on both. Although Pennsylvania has 
long been a bedrock of hunt meetings 


and point-to-points, the original Racing 
Act precluded licensed pari-mutuel 
tracks from offering jump races. An 
amendment enacted in the mid-’80s 
corrected the situation and now, some 
15 years later, jump racing is a reality. 
Plastic cones were set up about 30 feet 
off the inner rail of the turf course, with 
five National fences (52 inches high) to 
be negotiated. No mishaps occurred. 
National Steeplechase and Hunt Asso¬ 
ciation officials were pleased with the 
day’s races, and are anxious to return 
next year for another go.

Dr. Stephen Morrone practices vet¬ 
erinary medicine in North Stonington, 
Conn., and through his connection 
with Rhode Islander Dick Sinkler has 
participated off and on as a Pennsylva¬ 
nia breeder.

their own mares, and numerous year^ 
round boarders at Upland Spring, where 
Heather resided until she and Tucker 
married six years ago. 

Tucker, a dentist, gave up his prac¬ 
tice soon after their marriage and now is 
involved in the couple’s horse interests 
and other business ventures. 

It is a fulfilling life, notes Heather, 
especially since the arrival, on Decem¬ 
ber 9, 1998, of their son Tucker Frank¬ 
lin Hunter, who is rapidly becoming a 
horseman in his own right. “We don’t— 
and won’t—put any pressure on him to 
do the horse thing,” says Heather. “But 
he already loves it. He went with me to 
practically every foaling last spring.” 

Based upon her own experiences. 
Heather is convinced there are people 
out there who would enjoy being part of 
the Pennsylvania horse community, but 
have yet to take the first step. 

The doors are open, she tells them: 
“There are a lot of nice horse farms in 
Pennsylvania, with good and knowl- 
edgable people owning and running 
them. Pennsylvania produces horses of 
the caliber to compete anywhere. May¬ 
be a lot of people don’t realize that.”

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Coolmars claims 
Classic victory 


Noble Affair Is 
queen of 
Cavada 

E &G Stable's Noble Affair, the 
beaten odds-on favorite in her 
two prior visits to Charles Town, 
made amends with victory in 
the $100,000 F8cM National Cor¬ 
poration Cavada Breeders Classic. 

With Travis Dunkelberger aboard. 
Noble Affair took back off an early 
duel with Call Home Eileen, then re¬ 
rallied past that runner in the stretch 
to win by two and a half lengths. 

Call Home Eileen, who led by a 
length through an opening half-mile 
in 47.48, held second by a half- 
length over Cherokee Rose. 

Noble Affair covered seven 
furlongs in 1:28.10 and paid $3.80 to 
win as the eighth winning favorite in 
14 runnings of the race for West 
Virginia-bred fillies and mares, 3 and 
up. Scott Lake, the nation's leading 
trainer by number of wins, saddled 
the 4-year-old Melodisk filly._ 

“Hushaby” is 
high-sfakes 
player 

E leanor Casey's Hushaby 
Adam, a multiple stakes- 
winner last year at age 3, 
regained his lost form and won 
the $75,000 Onion Juice Breeders 
Classic for his first victory in six months. 

Hushaby Adam was put on the 
lead by jockey Joe Rocco, who 
used similar tactics to coax two wins 
and a second out of the My Boy 
Adam gelding in three prior seven- 
furlong tests. Hushaby Adam led by 
two lengths through a moderate

F or jockey Mark Rosenthal, there 
was a reason to look back. As 
Rosenthal approached the 
finish line in the $225,000 West 
Virginia Breeders Classic aboard 
Coolmars, he peeked over his 
shoulder to see If anyone emerged 
from the pack to take a run at the 
leader. He saw the shadow of 3-5 
favorite Rebellious Dreamer fast 
approaching, but not fast enough. 

Coolmars held on to win the one 
and an eighth-mile race at Charles 
Town by one and a quarter lengths, 
giving the 27-year-old journeyman 
the biggest win of his career. 

"I don't like to look back near the 
finish line," said Rosenthal. "But I just 
had to look this time. The 
anticipation was killing me." 

Rosenthal sawed through a rail 
opening earlier in the race to seize 
control of it. As the field of ten 
approached the final turn, Coolmars 
slipped inside of entrymate In Front 
by Two, who covered the first six 
furlongs in 1:14.68, to lead by a half- 
length. Coolmars led by one length 
at the top of the stretch and was 
kept busy to the finish in 1:54.49. He 
paid $13.60 to win. 

"I was afraid I moved too soon, 
but when the rail opens up here, you 
have to take advantage of It," said 
Rosenthal. 

Rebellious Dreamer, runner-up in 
last year's Classic for owner/trainer 
John Casey, encountered more 
traffic than the winner. He was in 
tight on the first turn and steadied 
briefly on the clubhouse turn before 
launching a bid from eighth down 


the backstretch. He finished two and 
a quarter lengths clear of Early 
Package for the place spot. 

"My horse never had a chance to 
settle, which you need to do going 
a mile and an eighth," said jockey 
Travis Dunkelberger. "He ran okay, 
but I was working on him most of the 
race. When we moved on the 
leader on the turn, I thought I had a 
shot at him. But that other horse just 
dug in." 

Coolmars—a $10,000 claim in 
December—earned more than ten 
times that amount for owner Neil 
Glosser with his first win In six starts this 
year. He joined Ardent Arab (1996) 
on the list of Classic champions that 
were claimed before his run to glory. 

"It's been a wonderful go-round," 
said Glosser. "I've had horses run 
here for quite a while and I was 
lucky to find this one." 

Jeff Runco, a five-time leading 
trainer at Charles Town in the 1990s, 
saddled the 5-year-old gelding by 
Glide. Runco sent out E.B.F. Express 
to win the 1994 Classic. 

"Jeff had the Breeders Classics in 
the back of his mind when we 
claimed Coolmars," said Glosser. 
"When he closed strongly at seven 
furlongs in his last race, he showed 
he was ready to go longer." 

A record $750,000 In purse money 
was awarded on the state's richest 
weekend of racing, a figure that 
Breeders Classics president Sam Huff 
said will grow to $1 million for next 
year's 15th running. 







Hushaby Adam continued 


:48.43 half-mile. The lead dwindled 
to a head as even-money favorite 
Slew's Smile bid from third at the top 
of the stretch, but Hushaby Adam 
had enough left to win by three- 
quarters of a length in 1:28.88 and 
give James W. Casey his 13th Classic 
win, the most by any trainer. 


"This horse had not been running 
well up to this race," said Casey. 
"But today he made the lead like 
we hoped. We wanted him out 
there to keep from having dirt 
kicked in his face. 1 didn't know if he 
would hang on, but Joe did a nice 
job of riding him."

C all them late-bloomers if 
you want, but call Long- 
field Farms' Parisian Lord 
and Naomi Long's Sweet 
Music Breeders Classics champions 
in the same breath. 

Both 2-year-olds broke their 
maiden in the Classics. 

Parisian Lord ($8) won the $75,000 
Vincent Moscarelli Memorial in his 
third lifetime start. He raced close-up 
to Royal Schular and Encore Prince, 
the one-two finishers in the Dr. Ernest 
Benner Stakes, before making his 
move into the far turn of the six and 
a half-furlong race. 

Parisian Lord was carried out in 
the stretch but he surged past Royal 
Schular for a length and a quarter 
victory in 1:21.36 under Cesar Torres. 
"He ran well in his first two starts, so I

knew he would be all right today," said 
winning trainer David Walters. "He's 
got plenty of racing in front of him." 

Royal Schular held second after 
he hesitated at the start and rushed 
to the front. 

Sweet Music ($4.80) finished out 
of the money in her only race before 
the $75,000 Triple Crown Feed 
Breeders Classics. But she launched 
a strong rally from sixth in the four 
and a half-furlong sprint and got up 
In time to defeat frontrunning 
Northern Willow by three-quarters of 
a length in 54.41. Travis Dunkelberger 
was aboard the winner for trainer 
Raymond Benton. 

"I've been in this business for 25 
years," said Long, who also bred the 
Melodisk filly. "This is a dream come 
true." 


Dash winner 
once ran for 
$3,500 

J ohn McKee's Last 

Enchantment ($10) went wlre- 
to-wire under John Luzzi in the 
inaugural $50,000 Dash for 
Cash Breeders Classic. Last 
Enchantment sped four and a half 
furlongs in :52.14 and withstood two 
objections for alleged Interference 
at the break to win for the 14th time 
in 44 starts. 

Parham's Music finished second 
while chasing the winner throughout. 

Two years ago. Last Enchantment 
ran for a $3,500 claiming tag. He 
went wire-to-wire that day and has 
not slowed down since. "He had 
some problems when we put him In 
for $3,500," said McKee. "At that 
time, I suspected that he broke his 
shoulder and wouldn't have minded 
losing him. He really turned it 
around." 


Hot Ziggity gets 
rich in Lottery 

leanor Casey's Hot Ziggity 
($9.60) took advantage of a 
perfect trip to win the $75,000 
West Virginia Lottery Breeders 
Classic. Hot Ziggity advanced to 
within a length of dueling leaders 
Rush Straight Thru and Turbotaxman 
midway through the seven-furlong 
race for 3-year-olds. He angled out 
for the stretch drive and drew off to 
win by one and a quarter lengths in 
1:27.75 under apprentice Jesus 
Sanchez. 

"This horse has been running 
some good races," said Sanchez. "I 
was glad those other two horses 
went out and killed each other off. 
My horse made a big move and 
finished well." 

Hot Ziggity's sire. My Boy Adam, 
also produced last year's Lottery 
winner (Trouble I Am) and two 
winners on this year's Classics card 
to give him seven wins overall. 



Aye Jacoby 
joins seiect 
group 

A ye Jacoby ($8.40) reversed 
a nine-length defeat 
against Sweet Annuity in 
their previous match-up 
and held off the odds-on favorite for 
a game wire-to-wire victory in the 
$75,000 West Virginia Division of 
Tourism Breeders Classic. 

Sweet Annuity moved abreast of 
the winner in upper stretch in her bid 
for fourth consecutive win. However, 
Aye Jacoby repelled the challenge 
and went on to win by a length and 
three-quarters in 1:27.88. 

Aye Jacoby gave jockey John 
Luzzi and trainer John McKee their 
second winner of the weekend and 
sire Aye's Turn his 12th Breeders 
Classics winner. In addition, the 3- 
year-old filly became sixth Breeders 
Classics champion to repeat a 
winning run as a 2-year-old. 

"The last race this filly ran was a 
fluke," said Luzzi. "Today she made 
the lead like I wanted and pinned 
her ears back when that other horse 
came to her."
